XXVIIL. Of the principal Kinds of Di- 
feafes. 

1. In regard that we fhall Write anew The- 
ory of Phyfick ; it isto be underftood, that we 
fhall not altogether follow the Conceptions of 
other Men,any further than we Judg them tobe 
followers of Nature, Right-Reaton, and Truth : 
Therefore we hope all the Lovers of Art will 
hold us Excufed, if they find fome things in 
thefe Difcourfes not agreable with their Appre- 
henfions ; for fince I Tread not in a beaten 
Tra&, it may be fuppofed that many new things 
may be met withal ; which fome out of aCa- 
pricious Humour of Carping againft all that is 
not of their own Complexion; may Condemn, 
and it maybe, not for want of the Knowlege ofa 
Reafon of the things herein contained, but only 
out of Spite or Envy tothe Author, which they 
may Broach under the pretence of Novelty : 
But leaving thofe to their own Mafters, or to 
Hugg and Embrace their old Sentiments, for the 
moft part more Venerable for their Antiquity 


- than for any Demonftration of Truth: We {hall 


now come toa patticular Explication of our In- 
tentions, 

2, Inorder tounfold this our Theory ; thefe 
general things following are principally to be un- 
derftood ; 1. The Nature, or Kinds of Difeafes 
in general,which we make to be three-fold, viz. 


; Difeafes of Intemperature, Difeafes of Reple- 


tion, and Difeafes of Ablation. 

3. Difeafes of Intemperature are the moft 
fimple of thofe which befall Humane Kind, 
which, what they are in fpecial, fhajlin the Pro. 
prefs of this Work be declared ; However in 
general, thofe are called Difeafes of Intempera- 
ture, wherein heat, cold, drynefs, and moifture, 
are either defeGive,or abundant ,under or above 
the equal or natural Difpoficion of thofe Quali- 
ties Tom.I, 


4. Difeafes of Repletion are fuch, wherein 
various kinds of preternatural Humours, and 
otherMatters either thin and folid,abound above 
the equality or defign of Nature ; as Water ina 
Dropfy, Rhume in a Catarrh, Chalk or Nodes 
in the Gout, the Stone or Gravel ina Nephrite, 
Pus inan Apottume, with many others of like 
Kind, which in their places fhall be Demon- 
ftrated. 

s- Difeafes of Ablation are fuch, wherein 
there is a deficiency of the Natural Juyces, Hu- 
mours, or partsof the Body ; as of the Hum:- 
dum Radicale ina Tabies, of the Chylus Juyce in 
a eAtrophia, of the fubftance of the Lungs in an 
Ulcer thereof, cc. 

6. Thefeare all the principal kinds of Difea- 
fes, from the Nature of which, the general In- 
dications of Cure aretaken: For in the fir/t, Ic 
is neceffary that we remove the Intemperature, 
which is all that isto be done, and that is done by 
the Exhibition of Alteratives, as is feen in a fim- 
ple Feaver without Putrefaétion: Inthe fecond 
Cafe, That the preternatural Matter fupere 
abounding, be taken away, and this is done fom- 
times with Catharticks,fomtimes with Emeticks, 
fomtimes withDiureticks,Sudorificks,Salivatiks, 
Errhins, Sternutatories, and fometimes by Vefi- 
catories, Iflues, application of the Seton,@c. In 
the third Cafe, that there be made a Reparation 
fo far as is poffible ofthe Natural matter which 
is Defe&tive ; This is done by the exhibition of 
great Openers, Attenuaters, Inciders, Analepz- 
ticks, or Reftoratives, cc, 

7. In order to the performance of thefe things, 
there is aneceflity of the Knowledge of the Di- 
feafe, of the Caufe, or Caufes, ad of the hope 
of Cure ; which we fhall canfider in the Patho- 
logy of each Difeafe in particular, Next of the 
Therapia, or particular method of Caring, which 
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in each particular place alfo, fhall be at large 
declared. 

8. But before we attempt this, we are to con- 
fider that both Bodies of Mankind, as alfo Me- 
dicaments are for the moft part hot or cold, 
viz, hot and moift, or hot and dry, which Phy- 
ficians calla fulphurious faline Habit; or cold 
and moift, or cold and dry, which they call a fa- 
Jine fulphurious Habit, according to which Ha- 
bits proper Medicaments are to be deftinated. 

9 However the principles of Phyfick as they 
relate to Mans Body, or to Medicaments are 
neceflary to be known, or at leaft wife in what 
SenfeNaturalifts and Chymifts apprehend them: 
{n. Man, there isa Body, aSpirit, anda Soul ; 
thefe united make the compleat Man: thefe in 
their Natural State free from diforders, perturz 
bations, or irregularities,renders him in perfe& 
Health: Ifthey never fo little vary from their 
Natural State, itis in order to Difeafes, anda 
final diffolation of the Compofitum. 

10. But whereas we fpeak here of Body, Spi- 
rit and Soul,we intend a Body Spiritual, although 
we callit Natural ; But we underftand it Spiri- 
tual, only in oppofition to the primary external 
appearance, or outward form: as for example, 
in a Vegetable, fuppofe Rofemary in its primary 
external form, the Body confifts of Stalks, 
Leaves, and Flowers; bat whenby the ART of 
the Chymift an Extraétion is made ; you havea 
pure, fubtle, and volatile Oy], wherein its Ener: 
gy, Virtue and Power, anfwers to the Life and 
Soul of Man, its Volatility, Flame and Oleofity 
to the Spirit, and its material Subftance’ to 
the Body: wiz, that Body which we call Na- 
tural in oppofition to a thing truly Spiritual , 
although it is indeed a Spiritual Body in its kind 
in refpe& to its firtt Earthy or natoral form, or 
appearance : this Conjun@tion of Principles in 
Maa,is that which Philofophers call the-4rcheus, 
the Archaus of Nature,or the e4rchaus in Man. 

11. Now as to the Principles of Medi- 
caments ; Here Philofophers much vary, 
fome, as Dottor Pills, make five Principles, 
wz, Salt, Sulphur, Mercury, Water, and Earth, 
but thefe fivewe have proved in our Pharmaco.. 
peta Loudinenfis, lib.6. cap.1.to beonly three; 
vie. Salt, Sulphur, and Mercury, excluding his 
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Flegm,and Caput Aortnum: Others,as Para: 
cel{us, Croflius, make but three, as indeed they 
are, and thefe three we make but one; as the 
Body, Spirit, and Soul in Man, make but one 
Archaus, {9 the Salt, Sulphur, and Mercury of 
all mixt Bodies make but one only true Principle, 
which for diftin@ion fake, we in like manner call 
Poteftates orthe Powers. 

12. In proof whereof,we fay this, That we de- 
ny not, but that as to the outward appearance, a 
Chymift may Extra& a Salt inform of Salt, a 
Sulphur in form of Oy], anda Mercury in form 
of Spirit,to which he may give the Names afore- 
faid, but thefe Names rather refpe@ their form 
of appearances, than the true Nature : Forhe 
muft neceffarily. grant me, thatia all Salts, as 
there is a Body, fo there isan Oleaginous Pro- 
perty, which is Sulphur, and an Energetick Virz 
tue, which is the Mercury, or Spirit; unlefs they 
will deny any Virtue, or Power, in the faid Sale 


{at all. So likewife in the Sulphur, or Oy! ; 


who fo Blind as cannot fee, or feela Body there, 
which Body by their own Conceffions, Anfwers 
totheir firdt Principle cf Salt, its oleaginous and 
flamy property, argues their fecond Principle or 
Sulphur ; and its {ubtilry, volatilicy, and pene- 
trating quality, argues the third Principle, which 
is Mercury, or Spirit, Again, inthe Mercury 
or Spirit,there is no lefs a Body feen than in the 
Salt and Oy], which Body demontftrates their 
firft Principle, as aforefaid ; viz. Salt. Its In- 
flamility, demonftrates their Sulphur, or fecond 
Principle; and its Energetick, or penetrative 
Power and Force makes manifeft their third 
Principle, which is Mercury or Spitir. | 

13. Henceit appears, That the Principles. of 
all things are really but one ; though fubfifting © 
under three feveral forms and Subfiftences: For 
Salt is only the Body, Spirit and Soul Concenz 
trated; the Sulphur, is the Salt, Spirit and Oy! 
embodied in a more fubtle appearance, and the 
Mercury isthe $alt, Oyl, and Spirit expanded, | 
or dilated, as may be {aid toan Infinity. 

14. So that it is manifeft, that thofe three are 
butone, though fome may object, that they are 
three different Principles,-from the Nature of 
theirOperation ; miftaking the way and manner, 
how they exert their Powers and Forces, which is 
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not from the differenc Nature of the things or 
Principles fo called; but {rom their manifefta- 
tion or manner of fubfiftance and appearance : 


this is apparent in an Iron Tool, if it be tharp with 


a Point, it only Pricks; if it hasa tharp Edge, 
then it Cuts ; but if ic has neither Point nor 
Edge, it only Bruifes ; and yet notwithftanding 
the fubftance is but one, though the forms or 
appearances be many, from whence follows their 
particular way or manner of action. 

ts. Thus much as to Principles, which is 
what we underftand of them, and how we would 
have the Phyfician underftand us, through all 
this following Work, viz. What we mean by the 
etrcheus, and what we meanby Potestates, or 
Powers, through which, the Energy of Medica- 
ments are conveyed, in order to the Healing of 
the Difeafes incident to Mankind, 

_16. The Pathology of Difeafes, we fhall ex- 
plicate under a fix-fold Confideration, viz. The 
Name, Definition, Kinds, Signs, Caufes, and 
Prognofticks of the fame ; afterwards the Z4e- 
rapia, fhewing the various Ways and Methods of 
Cure: jirft, general, according to the three-fold 
-acceptation of Difeafes ; fecondly, particularly, 
in refpe& of the various Caufes producing, 

17. This as the Preamble to what we intend: 
We fhall now cometo fhew the Order, in which 
every Difeafe fhall be handled: Fir/t, Difeafes 
of the Head: Secondly, Difeafes of the Thorax, 
or Breait : Thirdly, Difeafes of the Abdomen, 
or Belly: Fourthly, Beavers: Fifthly, Difeafes 
of the extream parts, viz. Tumours, Wounds, 
Ulcers, Fractures. and Diflocations. 

18. Difeafes of the Head; are either ; firft, 
In the Adenings: fecondly, In the fabftance of 
Brain: thirdly, In the Cavities of the Brain: 
fourthly,. in the Cutaneous Teguments of the 
Head : fifthly, In the Parts of the Head, as 
Fyes, Ears, Nofe, Mouth, Palate, &c. 

19. Dileafes in the AZenings of the Brain are 
chiefly the Chephalalgia, the Cephalea, or 
old Head-ach, the Megrim, or half Head-ach; 
Difeafes in the Cavities of the Brain are chiefly, 
a Vertigo, Catarrh, Epilepfia, Apoplexia , 
Palfy, Convulfion, Trembling, Incubus, @e. 
Difeafes~in. the Subftance of the Brain are 


the Phrenfy , Melancholy , Madnefs, lof," 
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or hurt of Memory, fleepy Difeafes, ec, 
Difeafes in the Skin or Covering of the Head, 
are the Alopecia, Ophiafis, Baldnefs, Louf- 
nefs, Scald-head, Wounds of the Skull; Gc, 


XXIX. Of the Head-ach, its Name, Defini- 
tion, and Kinds. 

1, The Name, ia Greek, is “Ax@ zils xepaaiis, 
in Latin, Capit Dolor, and in Englith, the 
Headach. 

2. The Definition, It isa fenfation of pain 
afflicting the Head, either Internal or External, 
{cituate between the firftVertebra of the Neck, 
and the Roots of Eyes; and laterally, be- 
tween the Bones ot the Temples on either fide. 

3. The Kinds, The Head-achis three-fold ; 
frrft, when it isneither Vehement nor Invete- 
rate or old, arifing fuddenly from fome prefent 
Caufe : fecondly, when it is Inveterate or old, be: 
ing of many years continuance, coming’ and re- 
turning at certain: Periods of time without avy 
apparent previous Canfe ; thirdly, When it a- 
filicts the one half of the Head, either right or 
left, of all which we fhall fpeak in order. 


XXX. The Pathalogy of the first fort of 
Headcach before named, and firft of the (anfe 
thereof. 

1. It is called in Greek Kegaaarrix, and in 
Latin by Barbarous Writers Soda, (which is 
indeed an Arabick Word ) and by us in Englith 
fimply the Head-ach.’ It is fufficiently known 
by the pains excited through the whole Head, 
the general Caufes are two-fold, the fir is 
called resg.regrna? which is the primitive, or ft 
but remote Caufe ; the other resnyeeévas which 
isthe internal Caufe: and is indeed for-the 
moft part the effect of the firft Caufe. 

2. The Precatartickor external Caufe,is either 
from Blows, Sun, Air, Wind, or from fome 
violent Motion ; ‘as, Falls, and great Exercifes, 
or vehement Intemperature of heat or cold, 
drynefs or moifture. The Procrumenine, or 
internal Canfts, are from a fimple Intempe. 
raiure of the part, being too cold, hor, moift, or 
dry,or from fome peternataral matter Super. a- 
bounding, arifing for the moft part from fome 
fulpbarious Vapour, or fatulent Spirit, either, 
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fimply in the part, or by confent from the Sto- 
mach, or other parts. 

3. If the Caufe be from a fimple Intem- 
perature of heat, whether External; or Inter- 
nal; the fit is known by the Relation of the 
Sick; as, whether he has been in the heat of 
the Sun, or Fire, or has been ufing any Violent 
Motion or Exercife, whereby the part may be 
Inflam’d; the fecond, or Internal Canfe is 
known, firft by the fulphurious and hot habit 
of Body, and the fuper-abundant heat of the 
part, which may be known by touching: More- 
over, if hot thingsbe applied to it, the Sick is 
Iaraged, but if cold things, the Sick is Refrefh’d, 
and the pain is Eafed. 

4. If it be from a fimple Intemperature of 
cold, the Procatartick or External Caufe’ may 
be known by the Relation of the Sick ; as, whe- 
ther he has taken cold, or has been laid ina 
cold place, cic. the Proximate or near Caufe, 


is known, firft, from a cold habit of Body ; fe- 
condly, from the frigidity of the part, by touch. 
ing of it, the Facealfo is of a pale or wan Co- 
lour ; laftly ,The Sick is Refrefhed by hot things, 
but the painis excited or enraged, by the ap- 


plication of cold things. 

s. Now in both the foregoing Cafes of heat 
and cold, they are bothof them joyned either 
with drynefs ox moifture, if they be joyned with 
drynefs,it is known by the dry habit of the Body, 
by the drynefs and hardnefs of the part, rough- 
nefs of the Skin, and want of Excrements, from 
the Head, either by the Noftrils or Palate: but 
if mdifture be the Concomitant of the aforefaid 
Qualities, it is known by the hamid habit of the 
Body, laxity, foftnefs and delicate culour of 
the Skin; as alfo, bya great many Excre- 
ments flowing from the Head by the Noftrils 
or Palate, and the aptnefs of the Sick tohave a 
(atarrh, 

6. If it arifes froma flux of matter from 
the Brain ; it isknown, firft, by the evil Diet 
and courfe of Life going before in the Sick, in 
whom by reafon of Idlenefs, too plentiful Eat- 
ing and Drinking, and giving himfelf over toa 
Senfual and Debvauched cour:fe of Life many 
evil Humours are generated, which affliG@ the 
Head either by confent from the Stomach, or by 
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corrupting of the Blood, whereby the Brain is 
filled with many Excrements, which fenfibly 
hurt the internal Meninzs. 

7. If it be by confent from the Stomach, 
it is known by a preceeding weaknefs ‘and illnefs 
of the Stomach, aptnefs to Vomit, want of 
Appetite, and an ill Digeftion, by means of 
which the Ventricle being filled with Wind, 
fends Vapours up into the Brain, which a- 
bounding in the Cavities, ftretches the 
Menings, by which there is a Senfation of 

ain. 

H 8. Sometimes the Procatartick Caufe is from 
Drunkennefs, with too much filling the Ven- 
tricle and weakning of it; a flatulent Spirit is ge- 
nerated which in the form of Vapours afcending 
up into the Head, affl'@s the Tunicles, aforefaid; 
as alfo by an intimate mixtion with the C/y/e, 
an evil Blood is made, containing many Excre- 
ments, which being upon the leaft occafion fer- 
mented,caufes Vapours to arife, and fo hurts the 
Tunicles aforefaid. 

g. Ifit be froma Feaver, or the French Pox, 
it is known by thofe Difeafes going before, whofe 
Caufes isthe fame with the Caufe of the faid 
Difeafes, and the Removal of which muft 
Ps only by the Extirpating of the Difeafe Cause 
ing. 

2 If it be froma hurt in the Skull; asa 
Contufion, Wound, or Fra&ure, the Procatar- 
tick Caufe is evident to the Senfes, the 
Proximate or rear Caufe is the Solution of con- 
tinuity or unity; in a Contufion there is a 
livid Colour of the Skin, together with the fwel- 
ling of the part and pain ; ina Wound there is 
a Solution of continuity, with a Rupture of the 
Veffels ; in a FraG@ture, the Symptoms are ac- 
cording to the magnitude thereof: where the 
Skull is depreffed upon the Menings the follow- 
ing Symptomsare very greivous, as Vomiting, 
a pungent or pricking pain ; fometimes an Apoz 
plexy orConvulficn, fomtimesa lofs of theVoice, 
Reafcn and Underftanding, whick for the moft 
part are Mortal figns. If fo be the Blood 
flows through the-Fraéture of the Cranium, | 
upon the Dara Mater, it endangers the Cor- 
rupting thereof. , 

11. The parts affliGed in all thefe ‘Cafes, are 
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the Mfenings of the Brain, and the Pericrani- 
wm ox thin Skin covering the Convex part of 
the Skull ; if it affliGs the AZenings, the pain is 
Internal and within the Skull; Ph: ficians com- 
monly know it by the Extenfion of the pain to 
the Roots of the Eyes, becaufe,they fay,and true- 
ly. enough, For that the Tunicles of the Eyes 
have their Original and Rife from them; but 
this cannot be the true fizn; For that others, as 
Fernelius do afairm, That a pain in the External 
part of the Head affliding the Pericranium, 
will affe&t the Roots of the Eyes alfo, for as 
‘mach as they have membranes from the Pe- 
ricranivm, in like manner.

Z. Vertigo in a Youth, with Dimnefs of 
Sight, called Scotoma. 

1. He was a lufty- likely Youth, 18 years of 
Age, and of a Sanguine Complexion: this Giddi- 
nefs often troubled him by Fits, but efpecially if 
at any time he weat near Water: It was accom- 
panied -with a darknefs of Sight, which Difeafe 
iscalled Scotoma, and is the worft kind of Verti- 
go ; his eyes being fhut, yet neverthelefs all things 
objected to the internal fenfe feemed to turn 
round; this.Difeafe thus compounded of both 
with Blindnefs is called Scotodinos. 

2, The Seeing is hurt by the too much agitati- 
on of the Spirits, they being moved either by 
themfelves , or with the mixture of a Vapour: 
The Spirits are contained in the Brain its Arte- 
ries and Ventricles, which being vehemently mo- 
ved (without the mixture of a Vapor) repre- 


| fents to the Imagination the like commotion,from 


whence arifes a Vertigo. This vehement motion 
of the Spirits may {pring from divers caufes, as 
from a hard and continued motion of the head , 
Jong turning round, @c, wherein although the 
head and body refts, yet they keep their courfe 
for a while, after the fame manner, till they.can 
reftagain. So alfothe head being bowed a great 
while downwards, the Spiritsthen tending from 
thence upwards to the beginning of the Nerves, 
upon the lifting up of the head again, the fame 
Spirits with hafte and-violence going back again 
to their proper Seat, ftir upaVertigo. Some- 
times it may come from a motion of the body, 
and vehement commotion of the mind, being of- 
tenand mightily exagitated in deep Cogitations, 
Paflions, Watchings, Studies, @c, whence a Ver- 
tigo often arifes, Sometimes from the long fee- 
ing of a thing turned round, or other violent mo- 
tion, whether real or feeming fo, as the Earth 
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Numb.10.

this Difeafe, whereby occafion is given for the 
Fit to feize, although the caufe thereof be incon- 
fiderable. Sometimes a Vertigo is excited from 
looking down from a high and dangerous place, 
in fuch who are not accuftomed thereto; for 
thereby Fear*being moved, the Spirits are fud- 
denly too much diffufed and drawn back again, 
whereby they are moved unequally and circular- 
ly; but this‘no ways happens to fuch as are not 
fearful. 

3. Sometimes the caufe of a Scotoma or dark 
Vertigo arifes from the colle&ed Spirits of the 
Brain contained in the “Arteries thereof, being 
made more hot and plentiful, whereby they agi- 
tate themfelves, and by their unquietnefs caufe 
various motions ; ‘in this‘Cafe, a light motion flirs 
up the Paroxy/m. 

4-The Dark Vertigo is fometimes caufed from 
the mixture of vapours with the Spirits of the 
Brain; and according to the nature and plenty 
of Vapors, and place from whence they arife, and 
to which they are carried inthe Brain, and the 
force of their Agitation, fo is the Vertigo more 
gentle or more vehement; this Vapour if it be 
too hot, caufes alfo a pain of the head: If it is 
troubled, coloured or fhining, arifing from a 
mixture of humours and Choler, then there are 
many falfe imaginations and reprefentations in 
the mind ; the Sight is deceived in feeing Infects, 
Atoms, and other things which it fees not. If ic 
be obfcured whereby Clouds, Fumes, Cc. are 
caft before the Eyes and the Sight is darkned, 
together with the Vertigo as in a Scotodinos; thefe 
though they fee nothing, yet they feel the Vertigo. 

5. But how thefe Vapours may affeét the Sighr,

17. So that when the Animal Spirits began 
to be explofed , near the beginnings of the 
Nerves, prefently from thence, others inhabi= 
ting the ALefewt erick enfoldings, and then others, 
in the other nervous enfoldings,interjeGted from 
the utmoft bound, even to the Head, being explo.

grow outragious and irregular ; hence it is, when 
the Nerve of the Armor Thighis {trained hard 
by leaning on it, that the wonted influence is 
hindred, that anumbnefs, with a fence of prick. 
ing or tingling is firit felc in the Fingers or Toes, 
from whence by degrees it creeps upwards to 
the part affected. 
ar, Secondly, The other is, which isthe caufe 
rather of this Diftemper, w/z, That the Spi- 
tits being ready for explofions, when they are 
contained within the Nervous Pipes, one or 
more, asfo many little diftin& Tubes, they 
requireafufficient ample {pace, in which they 
may be able very much, and indeed fucceflively 
to be rarified and expanded, which thing, be- 
caufe it cannot be eafily performed, within the 
Trunks of the Nerves, from the beginning to- 
wards the end; therefore, while the Spirits, a- 
bout the Nervous Origine, being firit {truck off, 
leap back towards the Encephalon, for that 
caufe they ftir up the Vertigo. 

22. The more open explofions. of the Spirits, 
for the moft part begins about the inferior paf. 
fages of the Nerves, or at their Extremities, 
where the Trunk of the Nerve, is either dilated 
into more open foldings, or terminated in more 
Fibres largely difperfed abroad. 

23. Then thofe Spirits being explofed, there 
is room made prefently for others fucceeding 
in order, wherby in like manner they may be 
explofed, 

24. Hence wemay obferve, whilft the exte- 
rior Spirits are explofed, if aligature or hard 
compreffion being made, the fucceffion of others 
into the fame {pace,or their progref{s towards the 
exterior parts be intercepted, the Convulfion is 
wont to be hindred, that it cannot afcend up- 
wards, 


25. Wherefore, when a Numbnefs being 
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arifenfrom the fartheft end of the Finger, or 
Toe, creeps tothe fuperior parts with a tingling, 
or witha cold Air, and at length, reaching the 
Brain, canfeth moft horrid Convulfions,; if af- 
ter the motion is begun, the Arm or Thigh be 
ftrongly tyed, the Spafin or Convulfions not be- 
ing able to get over the bound place, is hindred 
from coming to the Head. 

26. Yea, it is ufual for Hyferical Women, 
as foon as the {welling in the Belly, or the afcent 
of the bulk in the e4édomen is firft perceived, 
to gird ftrongly their Wafts,with fwathing bands, 
and fo oftentimes they prevent the Precordia, 
and Region of the Brain, from being difturbed, 
by that fame Convulfive Fit. 

27. But that the Blood, let out in the midft of 
the Fit was foon congealed, it falls out ordinari-» 
ly fo, in Convulfive and Apopleétical Difeafes, 
as the moft famous Heighmore has obferyed out 
of Hendochivs. . 

28. But that fome from hence argue; That 
Convulfions depend on the thicknefs of the 
Blood and ftagnation, its motion being impeded 
.cannot be allowed; becaufe the blood drawn 
from thofe that are obnoxious to Convulfions, 
a little before the Fit, is ‘dilated with Serum,and 
fluid enough, 

29. Wherefore we may judicioufly think, 
That the Congelation is caufed by the Paroxifm 
it felf, becaufe in Convulfive motions, and im- 
moderate contra@tions of the Nerves and /f- 
cera, the inter-fowing blood, by the exhalations 
of its Spirits and Serum, is fomewhat lofened in 
its mixtion, and therefore in fome fort coagula- 
ted, not unlike Milk, which by reafon of too 
much agitation and feparation of the parts, one 
from another, grows into Butter: wherefore 
this kind of Coagulation of the blood, feems ra~ 
ther to be the Efte&, than the Canfe of the (one

culty does without-mauch trouble deftribure. 

16. If the Food-you Eat, whether Fie(h, 
Fith, Herbs or. Fruits, offend the Head aud over 
heat the Liver, -it is a fign.that they are naughr, 
and you mutt forbear them. 

17. As for Drink, lec your Wine be good and 
brisk, neither tart nor fowr,but, ifyou take Sal- 
fafras decocted, you-may forbear Wine altoge- 
ther, or if yowufe ic, it muft be moderately, or 
mix’d with a fecond Decotion, efpecially if the 
Stomach cannot eafily digeit Drink of the fe- 
cond Decodtion. 

18. Sleep in the day time. you. muft not Co- 
vet, and unlefs Cuftom compelyou, it mult be 
altogether forborn ; neither muft you go to 
Sleep, till two hours be paft after Supper.

(a Gum which comes from a certain Ferula,) if 
the matter be thick and gtofs, — 

4. But if the matter be thin, you may ufe 
Pills made of Cynoglofs or Hounds-tongue, yet 
fo as that you exceed not one fcruple in the 


Dofe. 

5. Ichus advife, becaufe in {udden Difeafes 
Phyficians are fo furpriz’d, that they cannot 
fometimes think of proper Remedies, Lauren- 
tins Scholzins, ex Fohanne Craton, Conf. 8, 
 LXIV. 4 foffocating Catarrh. 

1. He lay long with a naked Breaft, at laft

3. While the Winter. continued (unlefs that a 
Quartan Feaver contraéted in Autumn Infe&ed 
fome) among our Country-men, there was a 
moderate ftateof Healt and freedom from Po-,

33. By reafon of the unequal temperature 
ef the year, the great heats and then exceflive 
Cold, we might fear Difeafesto arife from the 
difcrafy of the Blood, yet we need neither from 
the prefent Condition fufpe@ any notable de- 
privation of the Air, or Infetion with poyfon- 
ous Breaths ; that from thence may be had any 
Judgment of the plague or Malignant difeafe to 
be at hand. 

34. As to what belongs to the Cure, when 
this difeafe is more lightly Inflidted, its Cure 
for the moft part is left to nature: for this 
Feaver when it is only a fimple Synochw, is 
wont tobe Cured withina few daies by a {weat: 
wherefore by a copious fweating the third or 
fourth day, forthe moft part the heat and 
thirft,the wearinefs and heavy pains are allayed, 
then the Cough being longer protraéted, by lic- 
tle and little afterwardsRemits,and at legnth the 
fick leifurely grows well. 

3s. If this Difeafe hath rooted it felfmore 
deeply,there is need of fit Remedies and an exact 
method of Curing, the Feaver growing worfe 
is tobe healed, according to the Rules to be 
obferv’d in a putrid Feaver: but with this diffe- 
rence never the lefs, that becaufe tranfpiration 
being hindred , and the fuffufion of the ferous 
humor on the Lungs are cheifly in faule, there- 
fore Diaphoretick and pe&toral remedies are of 
more frequent ufe, for thefe Reftrain the flowing 
of the Serum from the veflels within,or by open- 
ing the Poresconvey it forth of doors, orpre- 
cipitating it from the bofom of the Blood, fend 
it forth by the Urinary paflages. “s 

36. Therefore the method of Medicine. for 
this Difeafe, being brought into the worfer fort , 
Refpects both the feaverifh Intemperance; for 
curing, which you are to be direled accord- 
ing to the Intentions.fhewen in the putrid Fea- 
ver, and alfothe Rbumatick diftemper, which

1.°A delicate and*religious Maid, tall and 
flender, begot of a fickly Father, and obnoxi: 
ous to”the moft grievous Diftempers of the 
nervous Kind, about twenty years of Age, was 
troubled for many dayes with the Head-ach, 
very cruel and Periodical; at length at the:

1. The. Name. Itis called in Greek KerpfG-, 
in Latin Catarrhus ; and in Englifh Diftilation 


of Rhume. 

2. The Definition. A (atarrh is a flux of 
Rhume to the Throat and Mouth,coming fome- 
times from the Head,fometimes from theLungs, 
fometimes from Stomach tranflating the pre- 
ternatural or fuperfluous juyce to various parts 
of the Body,as the Eyes,Ears; Nofe, Joynts,@c. 

3. The Kinds. A Catarrh iscommonly but 
two-fold, one in a fulphureous faline difcrafy of 
the Blood, or ahot and moift habic of Body ; the 
other, in a faline fulphureous Dyfcrafy of the 
Blood, or a cold and moift Conftitution of the 
Body, in which latter Cafe, it is for the moit 
part Complicated with the Scurvy, inthe firft 
Cafe, the flux of Rhume is for the moft part thin, 
being rarifyed by the two great heat of the Bo- 
dy ; inthe latter Cafe, the humor or Rhume is 
for the moft part thick, being condenfed by rea- 
fon of the too cold habit and difpofition of the 
Body.

1, Tais Girl had four years, or. more been 
troubled with this Difeafe,being of a fat and cor- 
palent Body, pale Complexion, fmooth skinand 
extreamly well Featered, her Parents applyed 
themfelves to many Phyficians, but they all mi- 
{taking the Caufe, exhioited their Medicines in 
Vain. 

_2. Butthis Maiden, from her Infancy up till 
fhe was between nine and ten years of Age, had 
beén troubled with a continual running of the 
Noftrils, which by fome accident or occafion 
wasftoped, after it had heen ftoped half a year 
or fomewhat more, fhe fell into the Falling fick- 
nefs, 

3. From whence did ConjeGture, thata cold 
pituitous matter lodged in the Cavities of the 
Brain, might be the Caufe thereof, for which 
reafon fake, I exhibited to her the following 
fharp Clyfter. 

4. Tare Mutton-broth, twelve ounces: In- 
fufion of Crocus Metallorum, three ounces : 
Tintture of Colocynthis, half an ounce : Oyl, 
Pwo ounces : mix and make a Clyfter ; this 
wrought four or five times uponher, whereby 


her Body feemed to be fufficiently opened. 


5. I alfo made a Revulfion, by applying a | 


Vetlicatory to the Crown of the Head, which be- 
ing healed up, I applyed others to the Soles of 
the Feet, whereby a trong derivation was made, 

6. Six days after, I gave her this Vomit: 
Take {yrup of {quils;an ounce and half : Infu- 
fion of Crocus Metallorum, half an ounce: ex- 
tract of black Hellebor, afcruple : difolve, mix, 
ana give it early in the Morning fafting ; this 
gave hereight or nine pleafant Vomits; and 
brought forth a very great quantity of green

7. Four days after this Vomit, I cave her this 
following Purge : Take Pilule Rudy,:a dram:

Ambergrife, one dram: make a fine Pouder and 
mix them :, Dofe from a fcruple to adram 
every Morning and Night going to bed, 

11. But by reafon there was a ftoppage in the 
Head, of-a certain Rhume which ufed to flow 
out by the Noftrils; I caufed-thefe following 
Errhines to be adminiftred: Take White Wine, 
fix ounces¢: Euphorbium, four grains: diffelve 
the Euphorbium therein, and let the Liquor be 
Injehed up the Noftrils ; this brought much 
filth.that way.

1. This perfon had been affli@ed with the 
Falling- ficknef for above two years and a quar- 
ter, fhe wasof afanguine Complexion, a very 
pleafant Creature, but yet hitherto never had 
her Courfes 3 which I conceived to be the prin- 
cipal Caufe of her Difeafe. 

2. What her otherPhylicians gave, were moft- 
ly Speccficks againft an Epilep/y, not reguarding 
at all to bring forward the Courfe of Natere? | 
was fent for, and upon enquiry finding the Ob- 
ftrution aforefaid, I forthwith gave her thefe 
following Pills: it being about eight days bez 
fore the change of the Moon: 

3. Take fine Aloes, twodrams: Refinof fa. 
lap, (aftoreum in fine Ponder, of each half a 
dram: mix them, and with fyrup of Garden 
Tanfy, make amaf of Pills : adding alfo fix or

eight drops of the Oyl of Savin, of this-I gave 


her twenty five grains every Night for four 
Nights. 

4. After which I gave her this following 
Pouder: Take Zedoary, round Birthwort-roots, 
Bay- berries, of each one ounce: Borax, Ditta- 
ny of Creet, Saffron, of each one dram : feeds of 
Nigella, Calamint, dryed Savin, of each half an 
oance: red Myrrh, fallap, of each two drams + 
make a fine Pounder, and tix them: Dofe from 
half adramtoadram, every Night going to 
bed. 

5. Bythefe means the young Lady, came to 
the benefit of Nature, and:her Courfes came 
down laudably, to wit, ingood Proportion and 
Colour, 1 

6. This being done, I emptied her Stomach 
with a gentle Vomit, then I drew Blyfters upon 
both her Feet, fo that the Difeafe which ufed to 
come once a day, came not above once a Menth, 
whereby I was encouraged to proceed fur- 
ther. 

7. I gave her the following Pounder : Take 
native Cinnabar, Adans Skull, Mifleto of the 
Oak, of each a like quantity : mix them ina fine 
pouder, and take it from halfa dramto a dram 
every Morning. 

8, At night going to bed, fhe took fixteen drops 
of the fpirit of Mans Skull, in Canary, by the 
continual ufe of which things fhe became wells 
and fo remained for the fpace of two years. 

9. But accidentally being affrighted, fhe was 
fiezed with the €pilep/y again; at what timemy 
help was again requefted, after due purging, I 
gave her my magiftral Epileptick Pouder, which 
fhe took froma fcrupletoa halfa dram every 
Morning fafting. 

10, Alfol caufed her Head, being firft tha- 
ved, to be anointed with this Anti-apoplestick 
Balfam: Take Oy! of Nutmegs by expreffion, 
one ounce: Chymical Oyls of Savin, Rofmary, 
Sage, fweet Marjoram, Amb:+, Saffafras, of 
each one dram: mix and make a Balfam for the 
Head; withthisher Head was anointed gently 
Morning and Evening, as alfo the Verrebreo 
the Back, for the fpace of twelve days. 

11. The Epilepfy went off from her, and the 
erew Paralytick in her right hand, which we re~ 
ftored by anointing with the Balfam aforemens 
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tioned; after which we applyed Emplaftrum de 
Galbano Crocatum Mynfichti, by which applt- 
cations fhe became perfe@tly free from all her 
aforefaid Difeafes. 


IV. The Epilepfy ina Adan thirty four years 
of Age. 

1. This Man hac been for four or five years 
vehemently afllied with the Epilep/y, and gi- 
ven over by moft Phyficians, as Incurable ; af- 
ter Tryal of many things, as aforefaid, I gave 
hima {trong Vomit made of the Infufion of the

ceeding well cleanfed, 

2. AfterwardsI ordered him to take the La- 
nar Pills once a Week, for four times together, by 
means of which a vaft quantity. of humors were 
evacuated out of the Body. | 

3, And by reafon I was fearful that. the 77- 
{cerafhould be- too much weakned by fo much 
purging; I ordered him to take our Eleciua- 
rium.ad Tabidos, every Morning fafting, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, andas much at Night 
going tobed. 

4, Thefe things went not without their fuc- 
cefs; for there was not cnly a plentiful evacuas 
tion of the humor made, but there wasa Corro- 
beration of all the Faculties and Functions of the 
whole Body. 

gs. Yet notwithftanding all this, we could 
not fay, Our Patient was cured, or in any feem- 
ing hope of Cure; however I difpaired not, but 
intreated him to go on, that we might make the 
utmoft Tryal that could be.. 

6. Lcaufed his Hair to be fhaved, and a Vez 
ficatory to be laid all over the whole Head, by 
which many large Blifters were drawn ; thefe 
Veficatories I repeated. no. lefs than four 
times. 

7. Afterwards I gave him fuch. things. as 
were Specificks in the Cure of this Difeafe; as 
this following: Take Adifleto of the Oak, one 

ounce: Cinnabar of eAntimony, half an ounce: 
Volatile Salts of Amber, of Hartshorn and of 
Mans Skull, of each half a dram: Peacocks 
dung, one dram: .Pouder of Male-peony roots 
ana feeds, of eack two drams: (ochenecl, Saf- 
ian, Ambergrife and Musk, of each ane fera- 
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ple: mix and make avery [ubtle Ponder ;* of 
this he took.from half a dram :to two {cruples 
every Morning fafting, and every night going 
to bed, ina glafs of black Cherry-Wine. 

8.. But by reafon: he complained of a great 
illnefs of his Stomach, want of Digeftion, and 
lofs,.of Appetite ; I-ordered him to. take the 
Antepileptick fpirit of Vitriol, inall-the Liquors 
he drank, by means of which the Faculties and 
Fandtions of the Stomach: came to be reftored, 
and his digeftion ftrengthened, fo that he could 
eat witha {trong Appetite, 

9. Yet notwithftanding all this, his Epilepfy 
remained, however I. advifed him to continue 
the ufe of the means, and gave him encourage- 
ment and {trong hopes, becaufe the ftrength of 
his Difeafe declined every day: moreover, he 
so not one fit, where he ufed to have twobe- 

ore, 

10, Thefe things tired. our Patient fo much 
that he refolved to take no more; for although 
his Difeafe was not fo ftrong, as it was when E 
took him inhand, yet neverthelefs the tediouf- 
ne{s of the ure brought him into difpair ; howz 
ever this advantage he had by the-Medicaments 
he took, that whereas. before he ufed to have 


fits almoft every day ; it would be a Week, and © | 


fomtimes a fortnight between each Paroxy/m, 
which to me would have been fo muchmatter of 
hope and fatisfa@tion, that. I fhould have cere 
tainly continued the ufe of the means to a per- 
fe& Cure. 

11.However aCuire did fucceed,after‘a while 
though not by my means ; for being in his 
Barn, accidently he fell down and broke his 
Head) fo that there was a Fiflure of the Skull. 

12, 4 Chyzargion was forthwith fent for, 
the Man was taken.up for Dead ; when the 
Wound came tobe fearched, the Artift found a 
large Fiflure inthe Skull ; I being by, he askt 
my advice, I concluded upon opening the Skull, 
without which he was certainly a dead Man. 

13. The thing was forthwith very dexte- 
roufly done,and the Sick became cured, not only 
of the Contufion and Wound, but alfoof his 
Epilepfy which had fo long affli@ed him ‘for 
by that Breathing place, the noxtous Humours 
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14. I advifed him to keep it open as long as 
he Lived, he followed my advice, and lived ten 
years after, free fromthe Falliing-ficknef, ox 
any other diftemper of the Head.

1. This Woman was about thirty five years 
of Age, neither fat nor lean, of a Melancholy, 
habit and conftitution of Body, which Melan< 
choly though it was continual, yet feemed to 
have certain Paroxy/ms, wherein the Melancho- 
ly difpoficion became ftirred up toa height; if 
notto a Frenzy, yet toaFoolifhnefs, when the 


fit was over, fhe would be as rational and fenfible- 


as ever, but yet very Melancholy. 

2. After fhe had been in this Condition four 
or five year, fhe was taken with a Vertigo, which 
ufually came once or twice a Month, and com- 
monly alittle before the Melancholy fit, this 
Vertiginous Diftemper grew ftronger and ftronz 
ger upon her, fo that at laft fhe would fall 
down, but retaining her Senfes, and as yet 
without any fymptom of the Epilep/y. 

3. But asthe Difeafe grew ftronger, and the 
fits more numerous, foat length fhe feemed to 
fall with a kind of Convulfion, this continued 
upon her about a quarter of ayear. 

4. Some judged it to bethe Falling-ficknef, 
others not ; however. the principal Symptoms of 
an Epilep{y. were abfent, yet notwithftanding in 
length of time, by the continual increafe of the 
Difeafe, the fic fiezed her with a forcible falling 
down and foaming atthe Mouth, by which the 
Difeafe firft {pecified was confirmed. 
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sg. Afterthat fhe had feveral Fits, irregu- 
lar as to their Intervals, but they at leagth bem 
came more certain, and fiezed her only upon 
the change, full, and quarters of the Moon, 
whereby fhe was a little forewarn‘d ofthe time 
of their coming. 

6. Moreovet fhe would fay, That fhe knew 
of the coming of the fit, two or three hours 
before-hand, by reafon of a certain alteratiz 
on which the found in her Head, which is. no 
ufual thing.

32. Upon the provoking of the Terms, fhe

1. This Epileptich perfon known to you, Sir, 
had one vehement. fit that very Night, we re- 
turned home from you : from that time an 
Apozéme being prepared, I purg’d the peccant 
humours with Capital Pills, and he ufed an Ele- 
G&uary made of Elks-boof, Mans skull, and of 
Triangular Bones (by fome mightily approved 
ofin this Difeafe) Harts-born, the extratt of the 
Mifleto of the Tsle-tree, Betony and Sage, with 
Sugar, for the greater pleafure of the taft. 

2, As alfo an Antepileptick Water of thé 
flowers of Sage, Prim-rofes, flowers of Line, 
Peony and Beétony.fweetned with the fyrap of Peo~ 
ay: which Medicines, I pray God fo to blefs as 
he may recover his former Health, if not I have 
appointed a Seton, 

3. But while I writ of thefe-things, a cafe not 
common and vulvar, concerning the Epilepfy 
came into my thoughts, which poflibly may not 
be unwelcome to you. 

4. A certain Country-man, hard by, being a 


| long time affli&ed with an Epilep/y, fent for an 


Emperick, being then about the Age of forty ; 
this Man gave him a violent purge, which 
wrought both up and down at one time; by the 
benefit of which, even againft the opinion of 
Hippocrates, ib. 2. edphor. 42 he was freed 
from the Falling-ficknefs. 

y. But immediately after, he was through the 
Obftru@ion of the Optick Nerves deprived of 
his fight ; he lived four years, but never reco- 
vered his fight. 

6. Another example, I fhall give you of the 
like effe& of this bad Artiil’s Skill ; another 
Country-mai being for many years troubled 
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with the Epilepfy, and being now arrived at the 
twentieth year of his Age, received a violent 
purging Potion. from the aforefaid Emperick, he 
was thereby freed indeed from that Difeafe, but 
yet very unhappily, 

7. For not long after the peccant humours 
did flow down in {uch an abundance, that befides 
an Inflamation in his right£ye, he had an in- 
fufferable pain in his Head, which with the conz 
tinual flux of the humours, brought at laft, the 
lofs of his fight of that Eye. 

8. Now, that his other Eye might be prefer- 
ved, I prefcribed him fome Medicaments to be 
taken now and thenafter afew days: For it is 
dangerous to Cure fuddenly, if it be not fafely 
too, 

9. Therefore Hippocrates prudently admo- 
nifhes in 16,1. Aphorifm.22. not crude but conz 
coX%ed humours are to be healed and remo- 
ved. 

10. A crude humonr, fays Butinws, becaufe 
of its thickaefs and coldnefs isin motion flow, 
nor does eafily yield to Phyfick ; thence from the 
commotion of them, bad Symptomes follows, 
and fo much the worfer, oft time, by how much 
the Medicine is gentler in its attraGtion, and the 
humour by its groffnefs ftronger in its refiftance, 
or more fixed, or isimmur’d between ftrait paf- 
fages, Hildanus, Cent.5. Obferv.s,

1. Acertain Noble Youth being affli@ed ma- 
ny years with the Epilep/y askt my advice: That 
it was the Falling-ficknef, the afiections did de- 
clare ; the fizns of which were, that the principal 
Faculties together with Senfe and Motion were 
fubverted. When yet notwithftanding the per- 
ceiving it before hand,the fhort ftay of the fit; it 
not often invading, nor the difturbed Fun@ions 
being altogether corrupted or. vitiated,do rather 
argue itto be afymtom than an abfolute Epi- 
lep/y ; or rather a middle fymptom intervening 
between an Epilep/y and a Vertigo, 

2. OF this Difeafe there are three kinds: the 
firlt proceeds. from. thé vitious temper of the 
Brain: another by confent from the Stomach ; 
the third from any other part of the body; this } 
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laft is kaown by this token, that it falls not fad- 
denly without warning, but the Patient has a 
difcerning of it,fome little time before it comes. 

3- And indeed fuch was this of Oar Patient ; 
it cannot be accounted of the firft kind ; for, be« 
fore the fir,he difcerns as it were a kind of fubtle 
Spirit or Vapour to arife or afcend by. degrees 
from his faid Leg, and from the great Tce of 
the fame to the Brain, and without doubt there 
the fountain of the Difeafe is fixed, 

4. But when (as it is wontto be with many. 
men ) the exhalations from. the inferior parts 
into the Head, are asit were perpetual in whom 
{uch afymptom as here in our Patient does not 
arife ; it is moft evident that the exhalation con- 
tains in it.a malignant and venemous quality, 
which offends the Brain. 

5. And it is very agreeable, that the Legg, 
from whence the canfe comes, fhould. have 
been long vexed with Fluxes and Ulcers, where- 
of although the Patient be free, yet it is moft 
likely that there remains a bad quality in fome 
part, by reafon of which the matter there gaa 
thered, partaking of that Venom, and touching 
the Brain, by certain Intervals, hurt its Facul- 
ties. 

6. But when it might be faid, That he was of- 
ten troubled with the pain of the Stomach, and 
with the Cholick, it is not diflentaneous, that he 
isthus afflifted through the Sympathy of thefe 
parts, 

7.. Ehe Caufe of this Diftemper is.acold hu- 

mour, and from thence itmay be concluded, 
the Difeafe is Chronick ; the continual pain of 
the Stomach, as well as the pain of the Cholick, 
do teftify and thew. the Temperament to be 
cold and moift. 

8. The Curative Indicaticns are thefe, viz.’ 
the evacuation of the cold humors, the warm- 
ing of the Stomach, the ftrengthen'ng of the 
ConcoGion ;..the drying, warming and ftrength- 
ning of the Legg; and when the Head receives 
matter tran{mitted from any other Caufe, it is 
a certain fign chat it is.affli€ted with weaknefs, 

9. Therefore endeavours muft be ufed-to, 
ftrengthen it, ‘that it may be the better able to 
refift and beat off the aflaults of fuch Enemies 5. 
although this Difcafe ‘be of its own nature very 
grievious,, 
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grievous, yet there is great hopes to be concei- 
ved of a recovery. 

10, For according to Hippocrates, thofe 
young Men that are afflicted with the Falling- 
ficknef, are freed very much by the change of 
Age, times, feafons and Deet, and fome that 
are Epileptick before they arrive to the ripenefs 
of Age, meet with a change. 

11. Asto the Cure: although the humour 
to beevacuated, feems to require no light Me- 
dicines, yet by reafoa of age, I think it better 
to ufe them : Therefore then I fhall be con- 
tent with one fimple Medicament: But that be- 
ing repeated let him take every other day about 
an hour before Supper one dofe of pil.

Infufion of Crocus metallorum, 
one ounce: Salt of Vitriol two fcruples: mix 
them for a draught : This wrought efieQually 
with him, fo that he evacuated both upwards 
and downwards avery large quantity of filthy 
green, and otherwife difcoloured matter: this 
dofe was twice more repeated aponevery fourth 
day. 

9. And that we might be fure to take away 
the proximate caufe wholly, 1 ordered him to 
take of my Family pills, with eAloes oncea 
week, for fix or feven weeks together, which 
he exadtly performed, whereby his Body was 


perfectly cleanfed and all that matter which, 


formerly ufed to Gripe him, was now perfeétly 
taken away, whereby the caufe of the Con- 
vulfion was radically xemoved. 

10, However I was not wanting as to the 
Convulfion it felf; and therefore I caufed all 
the Convulfed parts, and other parts in which 
was any weaknefs or feeblenefs to \be bathed 
Morning and Night with the powers of Amber: 
thefe things had indeed fuch an Efle& upon 
him, as that he was never after troubled with 
any more Convulfive fits, though yet the wind 
would fometimes a little difturb him, but -nos 
thing like as in former times. 

11. However, to prevent this, I-caufed him 
conftantly Morning, Naon,and Night, to take

half an ounce: powers of Carraways of Rofe- 
mary, and of Saffafras, ef tach three drams: 
six them >dofe as much as ahazlenut, drink- 
ing a little glafs of warm .diet before menti- 
oned, or. of mul’d Sack, after the fame. 

12. His Back-bone from the Vertebre of the 
Neck to the Os Coccygis, as alforhe whole re- 
gion of of the Abdomen were more efpecially 
and carefully bathed with the aforementioned 
powers of Amber twice a day, for about four- 
teen days; he by ufing thefe meanes-was per- 
fectly reftored.to health, foasthat his fits ne- 
ver returned any more. 

13. By this very method I cured two other 
Men, and one Gentlewoman, which were all 
afflicted in like manner, with Convelfions pro- 


seeding from the-Wind Cholick, they wereall’ 
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fo admirably cured and reftored that none of 
them (except the Woman) had a fecond fit, afz 
ter welhad began'to attempt the Cure: and the

t. A Child of about feven years of Age of- 
ten fell into Convulfion fits ; and no caufe‘could 
be difcerned whence they ‘fhould proceed : fe. 
veral Phyficians and Doctors were fent for, yet 
fo abftrufe was the reafon.of thofe fits, that 
they could’ difcover nothing from whence they 
could proceed : however they attempted the 
Gute, and. many things were given, but all in 
Vain; although the meanes was continued for 
fome months together. 


2. At length Iwas defired to give the Child 
a vifit, (;which wasn the abfence of the Pa=. 


rox) {m) but to all appearance he ailed nothing, 
except when I came near him, I found ‘his 
Breath to ftink moft egregioufly: E enquired 
of his Parents whether that fymptom had’been 
from his Birth, or only came lately by Acci- 


dent: and they told me that they had not ob- | 


ferved it in their Child for above five or fix 
months, which made them alfo concern’d 
whence,.that fhould arife. 

3. I further,enquired of them, if the Child 
never, complain’d-of his Belly-aking ; they told 
me, That was ordinary with him every Morn 
ing, and the only complaint which he had, 
which they thought proceeded from wind in 
his Stomach, for that after eating he was wont 
to be very well again, except at fuch times as 
his Convulfion fits feiz’d, which was always at 
uncertain hours. 

4. Upon this I.conceived that all the fore 
mer Doétors and Phyficians had hitherto perz 
fectly miftaken the Caufe: I then told his Pa- 
rents, that I much feared that the Child was 


troubled with Worms, and therefore enquired ;- 


again whether he had ever voided-any or not: 
they 
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they anfwered me, No, never .any fuch thing 


‘being obferved to come from him. 


5. However I was ftrongly perfwaded that 
Worms were the chief caufes of that Convul- 
five difpofition, and this I wasthe more per{wad- 


.ed to, becaufe by his Friends relation, he would 


not only ftartle much in his fleep, but thofe 
(onvalfive fits would alfo feiz him when he 
was faft afleep, which to me was no {mall ar- 
gument of Worms. 

6. I provided therefore againft them: and 
in the firft place, I ordered the Parents to give 
the Child of my Family pills with Aloes, for 
that I’ knew by manifold experience that no 
better Medicament could be given in the World 
to remove that caufe: they were given three 


little Pills at a time, and the fecond dofe brought 
) away two large worms above feven inches long 


by Vomit : and by Stool he had fix or eight fuch 
other Worms ; befides a great number of little 
{imall worms of about an inch long. 

7- Lordered the ufe of thefe Pills to be con- 
tinued fo long till the Child ceafed to evacuate

To. Several of the like examples of Conval- 
fions proceeding from Worms, have fallen un- 
der my Cure, all which I either cured fimply, 
with fome few dofes of my Family Pills above 
named, or with the ufe of them and the Pow- 
ers of Amber aforefaid. AndnowI am fpeak- 
ing of their efle&s in killing of Worms; I care 
mot muchif& relate part of a Letter fent to me 
by. one John Afoufe a Country Phyfician now 
living at Wellingbrough in Northampton-fhire, 
dated the 11. 0f Jasuary, Anno 1632. his 
words are thefe,

had been upon her: how long the fithad been 
upon her, I cannot exaGly tell; but whilft I

Clyfter, to be given warm: It cleanfed the 
eAbdomen well, and brought away a great 
quanticy of greenifh flimy matter, by which 
fhe found her felf much eafed.

8. Now of how great Vertues thefe Fami- 
ly Pills are in reftoring fuch as have Hyfterick 
fits complicated with other Difeafes, 1 will re- 
late part of a Letter from one Richard Hilton 
of Middleton in Somerfet-fhire, dated the firft 
of Fanuary Auno.

vain: at length his Difeafe became fo Vehe- 
ment upon him, that nature was no longer able 
to fuftain the burthen, without feeming to fiak 
under it; fo that upon any occafionall Paro- 
xyfm of the ftone he fell into dreadful Convul:

horror in the by-itanders. 

2. Upon this a certain friend of the Sick re- 
guefted chat I fhould be fent for : but the man 
being exceeding Poor, and fo not able to give 


- a Phyfician his fee, fome of his: Relations de- 


clin’d it, untill a Gentlewoman (a meer ftran- 
ger to the Sick, andto me yet unknown ) prof. 
fered upon her own Gencrofity to give the re- 
ward: upon this EF was fent for, and viewing 


the Sick, {aw his condition very ftrange and 


deplorable: the Lady requefted my opinion, 
gave me. three peices of Gold or Guines, and 
bad me do the beft for the Poor Creature I 
could; and if things fucceeded well he would 
further reward me. 

3. Hereupon I attempted to-do fome thing,

Fovrthly, I cau- 
fed him (after the ufe of all thofe things) to 
take Egg-/icels calcined ten or twelve days ina 
potters Furnace; about a fcruple or half'a 
cram at atime every Morning fafting, in any 
convenient Vehicle, and to drink after the fame 
alittle Gill of (pirit of Puniper. Fiftbly,I order- 
ed (after the taking of all the former things) 
Winter (berries in fine pouder, from a {cruple 
to half a dram tobe iafufed 48 hours in White 
or Rhenifh wine, half apint; and then the pou- 
der and Wine to be drunk off together in the 
Morning fafting, which he did for fome weeks, 
Sixthly, The taking of choice Oy! of fale (as 
many drops as he could wellbear ) in a. glafs 
of Sack or other wine, which he took for ma- 
my months: all thefe things were ufed in the 
Order recited, together with Powers of Funi- 
per-berries, fomtimes in Perficary water, fom- 
times in white or Rheaifh wine, and fomtimes

V. Convulfion fits in a young Lady arifing 
from Pains of the ftone, or Gravel in the Reins 
and Bladder, 


1. This young Gentlewoman had been long 
tormented with the ftone or Gravel in the Reins 
or Bladder, and for more than twenty weeks 
had lain ina very miferable condition, fo that 
at laft her Difeafe encreafing upon her and 
coming to Extremities, fhe fell into Convul- 
fion fits, which followed her fo exceflively, that 
fhe would have fomtimes fourteen or fixteen 
fits in the {pace of twenty four hours: time; 
thefe in a few days rendred her condition both 
dangerous of defperate. . 
2. Her 
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2. Her Pulfes which ufed to.be equal; ftrong, 
and rather quick than flow, became very irre- 
gular, faint or weak, and fo low, as {carcely 
to be felt: her Stomach was wholly taken a- 
way ; avehement Vomiting had feiz’d her, to- 
gether with faintnefs or weaknefs, a trembling 
of the wholebody, and extream cold {weats : 
Her ordour and Urine, were alfo black asa 
Coal. 

3. In this miferable condition her Friends 
{carcely knew what to do, many Payficians 
were fent for, and that of the greateft note, 
whofe judgments were requeited, but as they 
came feverallv, fo their jadgments were divers, 
to the great diflatisfaction not only of the fick 
Patient, but of her relations; One faid, It was 


| an high Scurvy, and that it would be long and 


of difficult Cure: another, that it was Hypo- 
chondriack melancholy: another, that it was 
an Hyfterick difeafe: another, that fhe had an 
Ulcer in her fpleen: another, that her Liver 
was almoft wafted, and that fhe had not. fo 
much of it left as two of his little Fingers came 
to, and therefore muft irrecoverably die: @c. 
jnfomuch that the proverb Quer homunes tot 


Capita, quot mentes tot Sententie, was never 


more exadtly verified than in thefe kind of men; 
every one of them of a different judgment, and 
all of chem vaftly different from the Truth. 

. Among the number of the reft I was at 
laft thought of, and at the requeft of the fick 
Patient fent for: when I came, I began to ex- 


amine the fymptoms, and found prefent a great 


ftoppage of Urine, with a vehement-pain and 
{calding thereof, and what water came from her, 
came by drops, by reafon of which, and the 
extreamity of the Dolor, the fick fell into Con- 
yulfion fits, which lafted upon-her for a quar- 
ter of au hour or more; which fit going off, 
the fick would be pleafant and chearful again, 
but of a fudden, upon the exciting of thofe pains, 
the fit would return again, which were accom- 
panied with all the fymptoms firft above re- 
Jated; after alittle confideration, I concluded 
them to be Convuifion fits,arifing from Diftem- 
pers of the reins or bladder, which the fpafms 
or contra¢tion of the parts gave demonftration 
of. .

sy. This as it agreed moft wich reafon and 
truth, fo ic was a very fatisfatory judgment 
to thofe about the fick, and therefore the Pa- 
tient was forthwith committedto my charge ; 
and I was requefted to ufe the uttermoft of 
skill to reftore her: her condition was truly 
defperate, which made me loath to engage, 
left dying under my hands,.I fhould reap 
difcredit thereby: this they told me fhould be 
no difcouragement to me; they requelted me 
to do my beft, they were willing to truft her 
to God, and me; and. if that fhe dyed, ‘yet I 
fhould be blamelefs, for as much as itwas the 
judgments of all other men ; and if fhe did 
well, it would make much to my honour, cre- 
dic and reputation. 

6. Upon thefe Intreaties I undertook to do 
what good I could to the fick: I perceived that 
flime and gravel were the principal things 
caufing the obftru@ion, or at moft only fome 
little ftones, about the bignefs of gray peale, 
fome of which by the ufe the following Medi- 
cines came afterwards from her, But my 
greateft care was to give the fick immediate 
eafe, for which I was forced to give her of my 
Gutta Vite or Cordial Drops ( the compofition 
and preparation of which you have in our “Do- 
ron Medicum, lib.t. cap. 22. fect.170. dofe )

which being fo hurt, that the fundtions of the 
Brain: are abolifhed by fympathy, and thofe of 
the AZufcles augmented, it muft needs be, that 
Convul/fons follow, which how it may come to 
pafs we will now immediately explicate, 

6. The offence of the Genus Nervofum, not 
that which weakens its fun@tions, but that which 
by bringing trouble to it, doth rather ftir up 
its faculty, if it be. caufed either in one place 
or more, a Nerve or nervous-part is afleed : 
andifthe hurt be great: then the whole Genus 
Nervofum ( or Nervous fyftem, ) rifing up, 
whilft it endeavors to fhake off that with which 
itis’ offended, doth together exagitate the Brain, 
from whence it proceeds, and draws it into con- 
fent ; fo that, that alfo feeling thefe difturban- 
ces of the Nerves, whilft it endeavors-to help 
them, torefiftand overcome the difafleGion, 
driving the Animal fyirits from it felf, into the 
beginning of the Nerves, it is for a-feafon lefe 
deftiture of its fun@tions: but no otherwife, 
than we fomtimes obferve in a {yxcope, that the 
Heart witho@ any proper afle& of its own, 
the Spirits- wandering for fome other caufe, 
doth ceafe from its funtion, till they return 
again. 

4. In which effafion of the Spirits into the 
Nerves, it happens that the motive power does 
continue in them, not only as-was declared for- 
merly, but alfo by reafon of the plenty of Spi 
rits of the Nerves, the Afufcles are excited to 
exercife their motion ; but chiefly that Violeat 
i Tom...

8. Thisoften happens in a Catalepfis, pre- 
fently at the beginning, no agitation of the Body 
going before :. perhaps becaufe in that Diteate, 
there is not fo great an-effufion of Spirits into the 
Nerves, when as in that fomtimes fome fenfes: 
do yet remain, and there is a lefs iritation of the

68. Filthy and acrid Vapours, alfoiffome 
malignity be joyned, being raifed inthe body, 
and efpecially plucking and twitching the be- 
gining of the Nerves; or-elfe where, provok- 
ing and irritating efpecially the greater, do be- 
get Convulfions, which they fay, are caufed by 
confent, or Compaflion ( as we may better 
{peak in Our Diale& ) fuch as are from Viti- 
ous, corrupt, and Putrid meats, humors, Ex- 
crements, Worms, colle&ed in the Stomach, 
Guts, Womb, Veins, in divers difeafes and 
difaffe@ions of thofe parts, or of the whole Bo- 
dy, asthofe raifed from Feavers, all which do 
produce Convulfions, and which are ufual to 
follow thofe difeafes. 

19. But fuch things which excite Conval- 
fions from a Malign and Poyfonous Quality, 
are various: which according to the Diversna- 
ture ef Poyfons, and as they are either inimi- 
call only to the Genus Nervo/um, they do in- 
fet that only, or the Brain alfo with it, and 
fo produce Convulfions ; where, the Brain being 
hurt or difafeéted withall, other accidents do 
continue in the organ of the Senfes after the 
(onvulfive fit is over, efpecially in an edlie- 
nation of mind and depraved motion. Among 
thefe Poyfonons caufes, that fometimes offers 
it felf,: which by its propriety, and private hurt 
brings forth the fymptom of a Catalepfy, rather 
than of a true Convzlfion, Yet becaufe it is 
a Difeafe very feldom happening, icevidently 
demonftrates, that feldom fuch a Venenate 
Quality is raifed or breed in us, which may 
produce or excite fuch an affect in our Bodies: 
but very often that, which ftirs up Epilepfies 
and Convulficns; New of what kind focver 
that is, its fountain and original fome. mes lurks 
intrinfecally in the Brain, or Bowels or Veins, 
or inthe Aabit of the Bozy, and for.imes Ex- 
trinfecally. to the Body.

21. But the nature of the Venenate caufe, 
as alfo of other Poyfons, we ‘¢an no otherwife 
Know, than as by difle@ions made, fomtimes 
a fpeck, or little {pot is difcovered; fomtimes 
fome black or frothy humor, in fome inward 
part of the skull, orbone, or membrane, or 
Brain it felf: and fomtimes nothing at all can 
besdifcerned: But then that it is of a poyfon- 
ous quality, we gather from this, for that there 
isno manifeft caufe, of any great moment, yet 
neverthelefs fuch horrid fymptoms are ‘pro- 
duced, which although they kill not the fick, 
will yeeld to no remedies. 

22. This Venenate canfe, alfo lying in the

nefs grew extream upon him, fo that, forth- 
with he was forced to be conveyed home ; where 
he was got to bed; but he had not been in it 
long before his ficknefs came to that extremi- 


ty, that life was difpaired of ; the Man all this 


while not Vomiting, and his ficknefs ftill in- 


creafing, a violent Feaver feized upon him, 


with putrefa@tion of the humors, and about 
midnight by reafon of the vchemency of his 


ficknefs and Feaver, he was taken with (on- 


vulfion fits. 

2. Upon this a Doétor was fent for, who 
prefcribed, to the fick a rich Cordiall, which 
was made and given him, but without any ef- 
fed, che Man’s ficknefs ftill increafing upon 
him, and upon extremities of difaffeCtions at 
heart, violence Convulfions: after this manner 
he lay till morning, taking at times the Do-

XXI. 4 vehement Cramp in the Calves of 
both the Legs, and other Parts. 


1. A man of about thirty years of Age was 
much troubled with the Cramp in the Calves of 


his Legs, fomtimes it was in one Leg, fom- 
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Lin. 
times in the other, and fomtimes in both; | 
and fomtimes ic would f{eize other Parts, as 
the brawny part of the Arm,under theChin, &c. 

2. Tue Convulfion would be vehement cau« 
fing a Tumor of the Nerves in the middle of 
the Mufculous Part,as big as ones Fift dou- 
bled, which in a quarter ofan hour or there- 
abouts would refolve, and go totally away, yet 
for the moft part leaving a great Sorencfs and 
Weaknefs, and fuch an exceeding Debility as 
that he was not able to go fora day or two,..or 
farcely fet his Foot on the Ground. 

3. He had tryed many things but without 
Effe&, as well Internals as Excernals: andout- 
wardly almoft al the Galenick hot Oyls and | 
Oyntments had ‘been applyed, but:in vain, as * | 
aforefaid ; and now his Difeafe increafed more 
and more upon him, in fo much, that upon the 
leaftCold,theCramp would feize him upon thofe 
Parts, and with fuch Violence and Torture, 
to make him roar and cry vehemently out, as 
if he had beena killing : and, if inbed he durft 
hot many times’ thruft his Feet ftreight down, 
or put them in acold Place, or yawn, for fear 
of a Fit of the Cramp taking hold of him, which 
for the time affli&ted him with thatVehemency, 
that he hath many times faid, He beleived it 
to exceed ‘the very pangs of Death, 

4. Atlength he made his Complaint to me, 
anaT perceiving it to come abfolutely from a 
cold Caufe, caufed him to bath the Part very 
well with rhe Powers of Amber , twice a day, | 
vz. Morning and Evening, and to continue 
the ufe thereof for fome few days, to wit, 
eight or ten, or more; this he did, and in 
lefs then fourteen days time was perfectly well, 
to his great SatisfaGion, 

gs» Another man, much in the fame man- 
ner affi€ed, in the fame Parts, and with like 
Vehemency, as alfo on both fides 8f his Neck, 
was cured by bathing the Parts affli@ed with the 
faid fame Powers of ember, Morning and 
Night,for fome few days rubbing the Medicine 
well in,for about a quarter of an hour atatime : 
he was fo perfe€ily cured that he had not fo 
much as a Fit thereof, for: feveral years 
after, 

6, After the fame manner and with the 
fame 
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fame Medicament have I cured) more than 
forty others, that had been a long time 
afflicted with the Cramp, and could meet with 
no Remedy; and fome of them who had been 
fo often feized. therewith, that ic had brought 
upon them fuch a Bebility and Weaknefs of 
the’ Parts, as to render them almoft wholly 
ufelefs: even thefe, with the ufe of this only 
thing) have I fo perfe&tly reftored (through»the 
Blefling’ of God) as their Difeafe never after 
returned: nor inthe Cure of them, did I give 
the.leaft of any thing inwardly, nor ufe any 
thing outwardly except that only thing ; which 
for its excellency, worth, and certainty of its 
Operation, I could not be filent in ; but com- 
municate (from the Giver of all good) fo great

7. A woman in Child-bed (having lain in 
about two days) was feized with edfter-pains, 
and the (ramp in the middle of her Thigh : 
The whole 4bdomen, as alfo her Thigh, I cau- 
fed to be bathed well with the Powers of 4m- 
ber, every twohours ¢ This had fuch Eftect 
that in'a quarter of an hour after the Appli- 
cation thereof, her 4fter-pains went away, 


and by the Bleffing of God in twenty four hours 


fpace, fhe, was fo perfectly freedboth from 
Them, and the Cramp, that they returned no 
more upon her. 

8. And this was willing to infert here 
(though out of its proper Place) for the fakes 
and benefit of ail women in Child-bed, who la- 
bour under that great Affli@ion; I have ufed 
jt toa Multitude of women afflitted with After- 

ains, and can {peak it (in the prefence vf 


God) that I never in that Cafeufed itin Vain ; 


and therefore commend the fame ‘to all Nar- 
fes, Mid-Wives, and Charitable Gentle-wo- 
men to keep by them, and have it always in 
a Readinefs for the ufe of their poor aflli@ed 
Neighbours, 

9. That thefe 4fter-pains are nothing 
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both by over-much ftraining, and alfo by Cold 
taken in, at time of Delivery, I am_ fully per- 
{waded ; 
I may more fully profeeute-in an other place: 
however this is manifeft, that the fame Medis 
cament which not only gives Relief, but alfo 
cures the Cramp in other Perfons, as fuddenly 
and immediately refolves thele e/fter-pains , 
in Wemen:in Child-bed ; and fo perfeétly 
takes them ‘away, as to return no more, for 
that bout. 

10. And I. remember, Iwas once called to 
a Woman who had laboured under thofe pains 
for about feven days and nights, without any 
hope of Cure, (Multitudes of things having 
been applyed to no purpofe, but the Difeafe 
rather {till getting » ground upon them: ) fhe 
was given up to Defpair, and all about her 
efteemed her tobe no better than a dead Wo- 
man: when Efaw her, her cafe was fo defpes 
rate that I could promife nothing : but I cau- 


fed her to be liberally bathed over all the b- 


domen, from the Axzcronata or lower part of 
the Sternon, to the Os Pubis for about half an 
hour, with the faid Powers or Amber, and her 
Belly to be covered with hot cloaths, as warm 
as fhe could endure them: this was repeated 
every third hour for eight or ten times, and 
through the Blefling of God, this miferable 
Creature was faved from the jaws of Death. 


XXII. Convulfions arifing by Confent from 
Pains inthe Stone. 

1. This Man having been for many years 
afflided with the Stone and Gravel; atlength 
the Pains became fo exquifite as to excite 
Convulfion-Fits, and that in an extream man- 
ner, the man was of a grofs or fat Body, and 
of a long time afed nokind of Exercife, buteat 
well and drank freely, and that a thick kind 
of foggy Ale, which doubtlefs lefe Recremen’s 
enoveh in all the principal Paflages, from 
which Caufes, without doubt his*Dijeafe bad 
its. Beginnings. 

2. In the firft place, by resfon of the fu 
nefs of the Body, apd the great Repleticn of

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cament proper and fpecifick againft the Stone 
it felf, and of which 1 have had Experfence in 
feveral Perfons in that Difeafe : among. the 
Rett, one Andrew Beech of New-Caffle, in a 
Letter ty me, dated 18th of 4pril 1682. gives 
this Commendation. Hososred Dottor, I have 
fold sour “FamilyPils for divers years, and 
have often taken of them with good Succefs. I 
believe under God, they have been an Inftru- 
ment of my Prefervation for thefe three or 
four years laft paft. But of late efpecially, I 
bave been troubled with the Stone, and by tak. 
ing of your Pills, I have voided many Stones, 
and fome of them, of a prodigious Bigne(s to 
come through a mans Yard. Thefe are the 
Gentlemans own words in his faid Letter ; 
however I havea Cloud of other Experiments 
of the fame kind; which enduced me at this 
time to théir Exhibition: I ordered him to 
take them every third or fourth day, by the 
ufe thereof for fix or feven times, there was 
not only a large Evacuation of corrupt, putrid, 
and evil humours, but alfo a ProduGion of 
feveral {mall Stones about the Bignefs of 
Wheat-Corns, and fome of them fomwhat 
bigger, to the number of Twenty three. 

5. In the Intervals of Purging, I caufed 
the Reins of his Back, the Pubzs and Perina- 
um, tobe very well anointed twice a day, with 
the Blood red Oy! of Scorpions; and inwardly 
the Powers or Tinttures of Cajftoreum, from 
twenty to forty drops, to be given in this fol: 
lowing Wine. Take Old Rhenifh Wine, two 
quarts : barge Onions extreamly thin fliced, 


‘ar foread {mall, fix ounces; ‘digeft forty eight 
hours, and keep it for ufe. He took four 
ounces of it at a time, Morning, Noon, and 
Wight, with the Drops of the Powers, and 
fomtimes of the Tincture of Caftoreum afore- 
faid. 

4, But by reafon, the Conez!fiuns came 
often, andheld him very ftrongly, we were 
fcrced to have recourfe to Opiates; amongtt 


which] exhidited at firft two grains of my | pedes in powder, two onnces : 
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Dofe I gave him four grains, which I conti. 
nued for a week, and onze a week increafed his 


Dofe a grain, till it came to ten grains, the which . 


Dofe I gave him five or fix weeks together +. 
By this ailiduous ufe of the Laudanum, not 
only the Pains of the Stone were mightily di- 
minifhed, but alfo the Coneulfion-Fits ‘were 
wholly abated.

Wole froma 
Scruple to half a Dram, once a day in a fit

10. 4 lithontriptick Spiric, Take Rettifi- 


led Spirit of Wine, three pints: Oyls of Suiphur, 


of Vitriol, and of Salt, of each four ounces: 
wise the Ogls firft togetber ; then mix them 
with the Spirit of Wine by little and iittle, till 
all is put ins foake all well together ; digeft

forty drops, in Beer, Ale, or Wine, as himfelf 
liked beft, and he continued the ufe of it for 
about halfa year longer, at what time he found 
himfelf perfetly well and free from all his Di- 


ftempers, as well that of the Stone, as that : 


other its Concomitant the Convulfive. Fits. . 


13.Now’ tis to be no:ed,that this man had beens 


formerly fearched by a Scotch man, who upon 


the Gripe, declared, He found alarge Stone, as» 


big as a Hens egg or bigger, whofe Opinion it 
was (and it is the Opinion of moft learned 
men, ) that he could not be cured without cut- 
ting « but the Dreadfulnefs of the Operation 
making him to decline that kind of help, he en- 
dured his Mifery fo long, till he fell into Ccn- 
vulfive-Fits by the Extremity thereof. He was 
above threefcore years of age, by his own Rela- 
tion, but a ftrong lufly. man, at what time Lun- 
dertook him : though I muft ingenioufly cone 
fefs, that I was forced upcn the Tryal, and 
undertook him without any heart or hope, of 
Cure : but by reafon the things I exhibitec 
gave him Eafe ; the fick himfelf encouraged 
me to go on, which fet me upon the ftudy and 
fearch after fuch things as might moft probably 
do him good: I proceeded on, according as I 
have before related, andin.about eleven months 
time reftored my Patient to perfect Health. 

14. Now whereas he might poflibly receive 
Benefit by all the things which were given hiro ; 
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but beaufe he lived feveral years after free | to dye or rather fwoon away, which put the 


from any of thofekind of pains, or the leaft ob- 
ftruction or ftoppage of his water. In the fixty 
feventh year of his Age, beinginvited to a Feaft, 
he eat too liberally of fomthing there which 
pleafed him, whereby being furfeited, he fell 
into a vehement burning Feaver, which put a 
period tohis days. 

15. After the Cure of the aforefaid Perfon, 
Ehave wita happy Succefs, ufed the fame Me- 
thod (with very little Variation) in the Cure 
of feveral others affli&ed with Convalfions ari- 
fing from Nephritick and Lichontriptick Do- 
lors : but as in the former,fo alfo in them, I do 
attribute the Cure chiefly to the Virtue of the 
aforefaid Lithontriptick and Antifpafmatick 
or Antepileptick Spirit, whofe mighty Power 
and Force, and fingular Excellency is not to be 
explicated by me in many words, but rather 
requires the more ferious Contemplations of 
induftrious Phyficians, the truly legitimate 
Sons of Art, 


XXII. Convulfions, arifing from an Ulcer 
‘m the Ventricle. | 

1. A young Manby top immeafurable eat- 
ing of fower Limons without Sugar, created an 
Ulcer in the Stomach, the which upon eating, 
commonly excited fuch extream Pains as put 
the Sick into Convalfions ; which fits were often 
repeated, fix or feven times, in the {pace of four 
or five hours. 

2. He confulted Phyficians, to whom he only 
complained of a pain at hisStomach,which they 
mot conceiving to be ulcerated, gave him hot 
and biting things, and fuchas were proper Sto- 
maticks in a cold Caufe ; from whence in ftead 
of receiving -of Benefit, the pain was extream- 
ly exafperated, and the Convelfive fits ftrength- 
ned, fo that he began to difpair of ever meet- 
ing with a Cure. 

3+ Among thenumber of the reft, a certain 
Woman Emperick, gave him Tinétara of Car- 
damouss, and grains of Paradice, drawn as fhe 
{tid with Cinnamon water ; but fach was the 
eveat thereof, that fuch vehement Convalfons 
were excited, that at length the Patient feemed 


by-ttanders into a greatamazement. 

4. Upon this I was fent for, and they gave 
me a relation of his condition, how that for’ ae 
bove fix months he had been affli@ed with 
thefe Convulfions, and ficknefs at Heart, and 
that many things had-been tyed, but all.in vain; 
yea rather that he was always very. much the 
worfe for every thing that was adminiftred to 
him; ard that-he had even now taken’a Cor- 
dial and ftomatick water (which they. fhew- 
ed me and I tafted of it, being only the Tin- 
Cure aforefaid, which was very hot ) and :wa¢ 
fallen into this dreadful fit, accompained with 
{wooning away. - . 

s- After a lictle:confideration, and pondering 
the condition of the fick in my mind, I conceived 
it could not be any fimple difafleGion of the 
Heart, or matter offending the Stomach in 
quantity ( for that fome former Phyficians had 
given him feveral Vomits for the cleanfing 
thereof: ) but rather an ulceration of the Ners 
vous tunicle of the Ventricle; the which opi- 
nion I was the more confirmed in, when I un- 
derftood, that the beginning of his Difeafe was 
from often and too liberal eating of fower Li- 
mons without Sugar, which poflibly might caufe 
a Convulfion of the parts; . 

6. Upon this I gave him falt of Vitriol; a 
fcruple at atime, diflolved in fair water, and 
I gave it him Morning and Evening: I chofe 
fuch a quantity as might not make him Vomie, 
but by ftaying in the Stomach, might dtrength- 
en and heal the fame: moreover becaufe I ap- 
prehended it to proceed from an acid, I 
thought good to abforb the faid acid humor 
with fome kind of Alkaly; for which pur- 
pofe, I caufed him to take (about ten in the 
morning, and at four inthe afternoon) a dram 
of the following pouder: Take Terra figikata, 
an ounce and half: fine Bole, two draws : 
‘Pearl prepared, red Coral prepared, of each 
a dram: mix and make allinte avery-fine pous 
der: By the exhibition of thefe things the Pa- 
tient had immediate eafe; and in fix days time 
was made perfectly well. 
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XXIV. Convulfions accompanied with a 
burning Feaver. . 


1. E conceive thefe Convulfions were exci- 
ted through a kind of Malignity, not from the 
force of the Feaver, for as much as they. are 
{tired up rather from the effets of cold than 
of heat: and ofthis kind are thofe (onvul fons 
which proceed from Poyfon,the biting of Ser- 
pents or other venomous Creatures, Wounds 
made with poyfoned weapons, and fuch like. 

2. The Patient that laboured under this af- 


| fiGion was a young Woman, of about: twenty 


years of age ; The Feaver was not only accom- 
panied with extream heat, but alfo Malignity, 
as the Symptoms did demonftrate, fhe being in 
many parts very fall of purple {pots : what- 
ever the Feaver, or its appendent fymptoms 
might prefage, without doubt the Convulfons 
were evidence of danger enough, for that they 
gave a fignification of the hurt of the Animal 
fpirits, without which, in this Cafe the Ge. 
nus Nervofum could not well fuffer. 

. From the manifeftation of thefe caufes, 
it behoved us to. be fpeedy :in the.exhibition of 
proper and fic Medicaments, fuch as might 
powerfully xefift.the Poyfon: and Malignity of 
the Difeafe, as well as reprefs the. exorbitancy 
of the Feaver: for this purpofe, I prefcribed 
this: Take Elettuarium ad:Tabidos, a dram: 
falt of Vipers, feven grains; mix them: and 
givest asa Bolus. 

4. About aquarter of an hour after, I cau- 
fed the Sick-to take ‘a little Treacle-water, 
with which was mixt half an ounce of the qua 
Bezoartica Langij: thefe things promoted a 
powerful Sweat, for almoft eight hours. In 
the time of {weating the Sick was very thirfty, 
for, the quenching of which, I prefcribed this 
following Juleb-: Take Wood -forrel-water, | 
Bawm, and Angelicawaters, (all fimply diftilled) | 
of each fix ounces: Spirit of eAdngelica, two 
ounces: Sal prunella, two drams : Salt of 
Wormwood, half adram: fyrup of Limons, 
enough, to make it pleafant : mix them, arid 
give the Sick two or three f{poonfuls thereof 
at a time, as. occafion requires. | 
s. Thefe things thus taken, had a fingelar 
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good effect ; for the great burning heat was 
abated, and therewith the malignity: hows 
ever, to fecure the Sick againft any more Pa- 
roxyfms ofthe (onvulfion, I the next day caus 
fed the fame dofe of the Ele&uary, and Voe 
latile falt of Vipers to be again exhibited, which 
produced a fecond Ephidrotick flood, exceed- 
ing the former, but much more pleafant and 
eafy: and in this I permitted the Sick to take 


now and then thejuyce of a Sivile Orange, for 


her refrefhment. 

6, The Sweating continued between three 
and four hours, at which time, I caufed the 
Narfe to lay the Cloths thinner, and by de- 
grees to cool her, which was happily perform- 
ed in lefs than an hours time: after which, to 
comfort and reftoreher, I caufed her often to 
take of this following mixture: Take juyce of 
Alkermes, two ounces : fyrup of Wood-Sorrel, 
an ounce and half : [grup of Limons, an ounce: 
(piri of Saffron, Cinnamon water, of each four 
ounces s mix them together : of which let the 
Sick take every two hours a fpoonful. 

7. Thefe things thus given had fo happy an 
effe@ as to take away the malignity of the Fea- 
ver, fo'as that no more Convulfians followed ; 
and in lefs than two days time after, the {pots 
alfé wholly vanifh’d,and by continuing the latter 
Cordial, fhe was in four or five days time be- 
come pretty well,fo asthat fhe could fit up, eat 
drink, and: be pleafant with her Friends ; nor 
afterwards did fhe telapfe : Asto her Diet du- 
ring >this time, \it. was par Gruel, partly 
Matton-broth,.Chicken- broth, Mace-Ale, ‘all 
boyled with Wood-forrel and Borrage-leaves ; 
but the eat_no kind of fleth; till after the fe- 
venth day. 


XXV.. Convulfion fits bappening to a Wo- 
man in Labour, or but newly delivered. 


1, This Woman, by reafon of her hard La- 
bour fell into Convwlfion-fits, which after her 
Delivery followed her very thick, with fainting 
away and fwooning; informuch as the Mid- 


‘lwife, and Women ailifting very mach difpaired 


of her life: whereupon it was moved, that I

2, But [being fick, and not able to go, hav- 
: Ceccce _ ing 
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ing heard arelation of the Womans condition, 
fent her the followirg things: 1. Tae Powers 
of eAmber, which I ordered to bath withall, 
chiefly thee4domen and Hypogalters, as als 
fo the Pabis, and fecret parts, and this to be 
exceeding well done, as alfo to moiften a thin 
flannel in the fame, and apply it hot, and fo to 
bind her up, with warm Linnen.

2, After the Winter-folftice, having taken 
Gold, the was :roubled with a great pain of the 
Head, a tingling of the Bars, giddinefs, and 
a defludion alfo upon the Byes, by which it did 
cafily appear, that the Heap of Serum, which 
was wont before this time. to diftil into the 
Breaft, was. now wholly laid.up within. the 
Head and Brain. 

3. Befides, an Effe& of which was, that as 
often as fhe began to fleep the was exceedingly 
infefted with Paffions which feem’d Hyfterical, 

to which fhe never had beea obnoxious: For 
when the was fleepy and clofed her byes, pre- 
fently a Bulk afcending inher Belly, a Choak- 
ing in her Throat, Tremblings aad Leapings 
Tom, 
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about the Precordia, were ftirred up ; which 
Affetions rotwithitanding quite ceafed, when

3. In that place fhe was almoft continually af-

19. I might eafily here propofe many other

20, But, becaufe the fame Feaver happens 
almoft every year on fomepredifpofed; and 
perhaps, by reafon of an evil Conftitution of 
the year, may hereafter at fome time become 
Epidemical, it will be worth the while to repre- 
fent fome Method about its Cure. 

21. Concerning which, firft of all take 
tice, That in this Feaver no Critical days 

to be obferved, as in the vulgar continual 
vers :.For the Blood as foon asit began to grow 
hot, poured out a part of the morbifick matte: 
(as yet crude and not overcome, from its Em 
braces) to the Head or Breait,

Bat {o that fromthence, by reafon of the ner- 
wous juyce, being depraved foon in its difpofi- 
tion, and not rarely, becaufe of the Lungsbeing 
Kuffed with the confumptive matter, the con- 
walfive or phthifical or confumptive Symptoms 
did moleft chiefly in the whole Courfe of the 
Difeafe.

33. For the folving of this, icis to be fuppo-

CXI. Of the Prognofticks of Convulfionss 

- Univerfal ConvalGons are much more dan- 
geroug than fuch asare particular, by fo much 
as. the hurt of the whole nervous Syftem exceeds 
the hurt of a particular Nerve. 

a. Convalfions in many parts, efpecially in 
thofe near the Brain are very dangerous: fo 
alfo thofe which are in the Mufcles of the Breft ; 
becaufe they hinder breathing, and may fud- 
denly endanger fuftocation. 

3. Convulfions in Infants are much more 
dangerous than in thofe of Elder years: and 
they are for the moft part mortal in very aged 
people ; *becaufe of weakneis, and the continual 
exhaufting (through the leficude of the Pores.) 
of the Animal Spirits: fo alfo if it comes of 
too much bleeding, or vehement Purging, for 
the fame reafon; and in thefe two latter cafes 
it isfor the moft part mortal. 

A. Hippocrates faith, fect. 2, pb. 37. that 
it isbetter that a Feaver followsa Convulfion, 
than a Convulfion a Feaver , fora Feaver com- 
ing upon a Convalfians by its: excedlive bear, 
warms the parts, and diffelves the Conuw/fiix 
by taking away the canfe: but on the contrar Y 
a Convulfion coming upon a Feaver, fhews 
Malignancy, and is for the moft part deadly. 

5: Convalfions coming upen the taking of 
Poyfon, are generaily mortal 3 unlefs the Pcy- 
fon can be forthwith retracted, ‘ 
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deadly : detins faith, That he never hard ot 
any that was fo taken that ever recovered: and 

the reafon is plain, becaufe the Animal Spirits 
are aflaulted in their Original or Fountain, and 
the Convulffan is of the whole nervousfyftem. 

2, A Tetanosis {aid to be Mortal within four 
days ; but faith Hippocrates, fect. 5. Aph, 6. if it 
continues longer, it is cured: for thegreat {tret- 
ching of all the Mufcles, hinders breathing, fo 
that fuffocation follows, and from thence death : 
now the Convalfion is not the caufe of Death, 
as to the hurt donto the Nerves, but the fuf- 
focation,; by reafon of the Convulfion of the 
Nerves and Mafcles ordained for breathing. 

8. By fo much the more vehement the Con- 
vulfon is, by fo much the more dangerous It is: 
the farther the (onvulfon is from the Brain, fo 
much the lefs dangerous itis, 

9. A Convalfionismuch more eafily cured 
if the Brain be only affeGted by confent, than 
if it be effenrially and primarily afleted : Hip- 
pocrates alfofaith, fect. 5. edphor.t. that (o#- 
vulfions caufed by taking of Hellebor are mor- 
tal; and this I faw experienced, upon feveral 
perfons at one time, who had taken Hellebor 
for the Worms. ' 

10. A Convulfion arifing from the Iliack 
paflion, is dangerous, efpecially if it be accom- 
panied with the Hiceough: fo alfo if fwooning 
immediatly follow it. 

11. Convulfions arifing from extream Pains 
of the Bowells, or parts adjacent to the lower 
Vifcera, are evil. felt. 7. Aph. 67. and the 
reafon is becaufe the Brain is forthwith drawn 
into confent. 

42; Convulfions in continual Feavers, where 
the fick is very weak, efpecially if they feize 
upon the Lips, Noftrils, Eyes, Eye-Lids, Eye-

CXIII. Of the cure of a general and Prima- 
ry Convulfion. 


r. The firft eflay which Authors make to- 
wards the cure of a Convalfion,is to evacuate 
the Corrupt and morbifick humor abounding ; 
for which Phyficians prefcribe many ways, as 
firft Blood-letting: But thisas it diminifhes the 

Tom.I. 


Spirits and obliterates the ftrength and vigor 
of the Body, fo ought it to be cautioufly at- 
tempted , tor inthis Difeafe we ought rather 
to contrive how to augment the ratural forces 
of the Body and conferve the {piritual parts than 
to diminifh them, which this operation cer- 
tainly doth; whereupon death, in fome, im- 
mediately followeth, as I have two or three 
times obferved from unadvifed bleeding in this 
Difeafe , the Patient dying in little more than 
half an hour after ; the caufe of which doubtlefs 
was the defe& and diminution of Spirits. Rive- 
rims(one much for bleeding) faith, That tis only 
to be dou, if the Patient be ftrong, and that it is 
better to take away too little Blood than too much, 
for'that Blood oppofes the principal . caufe of the 
Difeafe which ws Flegm. Vf thisbe true, in what 
Meanders of folly do Phyficians wander, who 
attempt the cure by this kind of method, viz. 
by taking away that matter which oppofes the 
Difeafe ? but thefe Vanities are fo grofs and ab- 
furd, that they are not worth difputing about, 
and fo deferve no Anfwer. 

2, In an univerfal Convalfion, however eva- 
cuations are propofed; fi:ft Revulfive, chiefly 
by ftrong Clyfters, fuch as are commonly ex- 
hibited in Padfes; and of which this following

1. Lhe Names. This Difeafe is called Suy- 


seins, Contrattio, theContta@ion or fhrinkiag 


up of apart: as alfofrom the parts which are 
contratted, (which are for the moft part the 
‘Nerves or Tendons) yhgav sévans, Contrattio 
Nervi, vdeo (ustouov, x Cussaruov, Ner- 
vus contrattus: and. fromthe Effect veveov xz- 
egnviv. © TA, Nervus corneus, vel callo- 
Sus: Smidedsv@ Tr»ArG-, Callus Tendinum, 
Callous and horn-like Nerve or Tendon. 

2. The Definition. A Contractionis a pre- 
ternatural Tumor in a Mafcle, hardning and 
fhrinking up a Nerve or Tendon in the fame, 
whereby the Parts adjacent are attracted to it, 
and. as it were bound up, fo as they cannotbe 
itretched out. 

3. The Kinds or Differences. Somtimes but 
one Nerve or Tendon is contrafted: Somtimes 
many ; as ina Contrattion of the Wrift, and 


-other Joints, where many Tendons meet. It 


is either new and not wholly confirmed, or 
confirmed and of a bone-like hardnefs. It dif- 
fers allo according to the Scituation of the 
Parts : in fome the (ontrattion is im the Arm 
againft the Elbow: in others the Fingers are 
contracted : infomethe Hams are contra&ed :

tratture happens, there is alfo- (for the moft 
part) an Attraction, or drawing up of the ad- 
jacent Part: but this ismore or lefs eminent 
according to the Magnitude of the Contrattson, 

3. [fone Tendon only be contracted the Tu- 
mor isnat only the lefs,but the Attraction almoft 
inconfiderable: butif many Tendons or Nerves 
be contracted, the Tumor is the greater, and 
the Attraétion very manifeft to the Senfes. 

4. Ifthe matter contra&ed, be very hard, fo 
as that itis arived toa boney or horn-like hard- 
nefs,., the Difeafe is then confirmed : but this 
is moft common where the Nerves or Tendons 
are very fmall or flender, by reafon of which 
they the more eafily admit of Arefadtion. 

s- Laftly, a Contracture is known by feeling, 
there being always an external hardnefs of the 
Part, not much unlike to the ftreining of a Cord 
or Bow-ftring ; and this for the moft part in 
the hollow or, bending of the Joint. 


XXIII. Of the Caufes of a Contracture: 


1. The Caufes of a Contracture are manifold, 
though the firft and prime Caufe is or can be 
but one, to wit, a deficience or cutting off of 
the animal Spirits, and a ficcafion or drying up 
of the neurotick Juyce, and this may be fom- 
times caufed by a Scirrhus or Node arifing 
from the Excrementsin the Mofcles, efpeci- 
ally about the Tendons, where many meet near 
the Joints, as is often-times to be {een in the 
benaing of the Elbow, Wrifts, Ham, Cc. where- 
in, the Hand in the one, and the Foot in the oe 
ther are drawn upwards, the one inwards as it 
were, the-other outwards or backward.

ens the body or tail of the Mufcle, and canfes

tomany Parts; but thefe things never fimply 
befal a Nerve, being fo {mall and flender a 
Part, but they may be effected in the Tendon 
of a Mufcle, becaufe it is fo ftrong.

8. Some Authors fay, That a Contrattion 

may be caufed from a pituitous or encremen-

fweeten it with double refined Sugar, and bot- 
telit up with a Clove in each bottle, of which 
the fick took one every day. 

9: Moreover I ordered his Stomach to be 
anointed with Oy! of Mace by expreffion, every 
Morning and Night, and for fome few days at 
the beginning of the Cure, Rofe.cakes dipt in 
Vinegar of Rofes were bound warm to his 
Temples at Night going to bed; by the ufe 
of thefe means, the fits were not only fuddenly.

died “Apoplectick, the Bifeafe may be fup- 
| pofed to be incurable. 

2, But where the formal caufe, is eicher 
from a diftemperature of the Stompach of

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difafle@ion of the Spleen, whereby an excre- 
mentitions Blood or.vapours are generated.in 
the Brain; “inthis cafe TF cannor’ conceive but 
this Difeafe may bevcured in perfons of -what

3. For although he was very aged, and-had 
been for many yearstroubled with this Diftem;

3. Sogreatly was the Mind of the Youth pof- 
fefled herewith, that he believed it conftantly 
had the impudence to come when he was awake, 
that he has feen it comein the likenefs of a Cat, 
fomtimes of a Dog, and fomtimes of another 
Creature, but oftentimes in the fhape of an old 
Woman which he had fome fufpition of, and 
believed did praétife againft him, and although 
that he thus faw itcome, and was thus fenfible 
of ir, yet that he was always fo charmed and 
taken therewith, by a kind of Enchantment, as 
he thought, that he coald no ways refift'it » but 
that it took him, ‘after the manner of fome 
unconquerable and uncontroulable power.

which he imputed to the too hafty healing-up 
of his Ulcer without due Purgation. 
2. Upon this he fought out to Phyfacians for 
“Remedy, who gave him many Purges, but all 
in vain: atlength they concluded, that it arofe 
from a certain kind of Hypochondriack Melan- 
-choly, which feizing upon his Spirits wrought 
that Indifpofition: Bat the Man who was well 
enough in his wits, nor any thing out of his 


“Senfes, was of another opinion, and therefore | 


defired of them-a more mechanick remedie, 
which might operate upon his Body,not his Soul. 
3. At length wearied out with his DoGors, he 
«fent for me, to whom he made a relation of 
his grief : I concluded it to be partly frem the 
turning of the humor, partly from an indifpo- 
fition of the Stomach, becaufe we fee that an 
Jacubus feldom or never invades any one with- 
ont a preternatural Diftemper of the Stomach : 
and in this our Patient, there was almoft a con- 
tinual difpofition to vomit, nor fince the heal: 
ing up of the aforementioned old Vlcer, could 
he fcarce ever eat any thing with a ftomach, 
but was either affli@ed with loathing, ficknefs 
at Heart, or vomitings. | 
4. Thefe fyraptoms heing confidred, I firft 
evacuated the Stomach with Afarabacca, by 
which he had about eight vomits ; this don, I 
purged him well with my Family Pills with 
Alces: but notwithftanding all thefe things, 
his Zncabws could not be. wholly taken away;

V. A Tremor or Trembling iz a little Boy,

1. This Child was taken with a Trewbling of 
the whole Body, like as one affrighted, orin an 
Ague, and yet truly it wasneither , but it was 
not continual as other Tremblings, but came 
frequently, and by Fits, which, as the Event af- 
ter proved, arofe form Worms in the Stomach, 
for he avoided more than twenty long, round 
Worms, of a Spanor more in length.

2. Requeiting my Help, I advifed him to

Ty Morning fafting for two or three Months to- 
gether 3 and the Eleituarium ad Tabidos, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, an hour before Dinner, 
drinking after it a glafs of Ale or Wine,in which 
forty or .fixty dops of the Tinfure of Caftor 
were dropt. 

3. Moreover I advifed hin conftantly to 
take the volatile Salt of Adans-skall in all the 
Liquor which he drank, and never fo much as 
once to drink without it ; unlefsat meals; and 
‘then I prefcribed the volatile Sale.of admber to 
be taken iin ftead thereof. 

4. At Night going to bed he took from one 
dram to two drams of this following Compofi-

higheft Vertebra of the Neck,to the Os Coccygis, 
together with all his extream Parts, ‘as his Fin- 
gers, Hands, Arms, Thighs, Legs, Feet, and 
Tees, to be extreamly well bathed with the 
Powers of Amber, inlike manner twiceaday.; 
from which in avery fhort time he found much 
Comfort and Relief ; and was compleatly cured , 
of this trembling Difeafe in lefs than three 
Months time. 

6. Another Man who had a Tremor fallen 
upoaothim, in the fixtieth year of bis age, I cup 
red inlike manner : but whereas he complained 
to me of an exceeding weaknefs of his Stomach, 
and how that he could {carcely eat any. Food, or 
ifhe.did, he was always apt tovomitit up.again, 
Icaufed him every day (towards the end of the

thereof for about three Months, Moreover 
I was enduced to theufe ofthe former Me-

10, Laftly, twice a day, viz, Morning and 
Night, Icaufed all the Parts affli&ted ‘with the 
Tremor tobe very wellbathed with the Powers 
of.Rhodium, which was done for three weeks, 
and afterwards only once a day,to wit, at Night 
going to bed, juft before taking of the Laxda- 
num: Thefe means being perfued according to 
my directions, her Difeafe dayly weakned, ‘and 
fhe encreafed in ftrergth ; fo that in lefs than 
a quarter of a year fhe was (beyond all expetta- 
tion) reftored to her perfect Health.

“(by fome Authors) called the fixth and fe- 


venth conjugations, which coming from the 
Brain, and being joyned into one defcending 


Nerve, and communicating the fenfe of Feeling 


to many inferiour parts, and giving alfo mo- 


“tion to the Mafcles of the Laryox, Tongue, 


Jaws, Midriff, as alfo to the Mufcles of the 


“Bladder and Fundament: if, 1 fay, it be hurt 
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which go to the Mufcles of the Jaws be hare 
( feeing Swallowing is caufed by them, and not 
by the Fibres of the Oefophagus as fome Au- 
thors bave thought ) there is prefently a difh- 
culty of fwallowing, with fome difhculty of 
breathing: Ifthe Nerves which go to the Mi- 
driff be hurt, there is much danger of fuffoca- 
tion, efpecially in a violent fending forth the 
Breath, as incalling aloud, or in a vehement 
Cough, being then unable to exprefs it ; though 
otherwife the Midriff ( the Inftrument of 
breathing, which receives alfo Nerves from 
the Spinal marrow ) can in fome fort perform 
its office, thofe. Nerves being hurt: in which 
cafe if the fenfe of Feeling be hurt, the fick 
feels a heat and tingling about the Stomach 
and other internal parts, chicfly among the 
greater Nerves. 

28. But if there be a certain general difaf 
fe&tion of the fame conjugation, then both the 
Sphinéters of the Bladder and Anus, with the 
reft of their Mufcles will be Paralytick, from 
whence will follow in the one an invotuntary 
piffing ; in the other, a relaxation of the Fun- 
dament, conjoyned with the faid Paralytick 
Diftemper, as hereafter in fome other places 
we fhall explicate more at large.

2. His Phyficians which he firft fent for, 
firlt ptefcribed him a fet Diet : then they both 
Yomited him, and purged him with feveral 
forts of Medicaments: they apply fomentati- 
ons to the Spina Dorfi, and alfo to'the Para- 
lytick parts : Likewife they anointed bim with 
feveral Oyntments and Balfams made of Gums, 
Spices, and hot Galenick Oyls: but thefe things 
doing no good, they fent him to the Bath ; 
then {weat him with Pesice Treacle, Treacle- 
water, and other things, but all to no purpofe, 
fo thar they’then gave him over as iacurable.’ 
3. Being advifed by fome Friends to make |

Scammony, 
and Gutta Gamba bath in fine Pouder, of each 
a like quantity fo much as may make it up into 
4 good confiftency for Pills: to every ounce of 
which you may addof Euphorbium in fine Pou= 
der, balf adram, Ofthis there was long Pel- 
lets made to put up the Noftrils, which were 
kept.in with a Muffler put before the Nofe,and 
pin’d from Ear to Ear: this was done in the 
Evening, andthe Err/ines were kept-in about 
an hour and half, 

s. Bythe ufe hereof her Head was exceed- 
ingly well purged; andthe operation was four * 
feveral times reiterated at two or three days di- 
ftance, by which a very vaft quantity of cold 
pituitous matter was drawn away from her 
Head : after the fourth time, we ufed the fol- 
lowing liquid Errhine, which wrought yet more 
powerfully upon her, and with lefs trouble, 
Lake White-Wine, 4 pint : choice Euphorbi- 
um, two feruples in fine Pouder: Cambogta, 
four fcruples: make a diffolution of the Gums 
over a gentle heat, and keep it tn a glafs clofs 
ftopt for ufe.

Myrrh, Sarcocol infufed in juyce of Rofes, of 
each two [cruples : Caftor, afcruple and half : 
Maftick, Sal-Gem, of each a fcruple: eA 
loes, half an ounce: with Honey of Squills make 
a Maf. 

4. Let him often in the Morning chew this :

9. An Argument: whereof was both the me- 
fancholick conftitution ofthe Patient, as alfo 
the flowing of fuch an humor from his Mouth 
in great quantity, likewife the Feaver where- 
with ina manner he was afllited continually ;

toms encreafed, when as neverthelefs a Palfy is 
went to cure a Feaver proceeding from Flegm, 

£0, Sennertus tells us, That fuch Symp- 
toms Leveresg from a melancholy humor, rreat- 
ing of the Hypochondriacal Difeafe, and of the 
Scurvy. 

x1. This.is no Pal/y properly, which is cauf- 
ed by the ftoppage of the beginning of the 
Nerves, but abufively fo called, being no to- 
tal privation of Senfe and Motion, by {topping 
the influx of the animal Spirits through the 
Nerves ; but rather adeprivation of the fen- 
fitive motive Fan&ion, becaufe there is a pain- 
ful Senfe. 

12. Lprefcribed him ane4pozem for many 
days together-of temperate Aperitives, purging 
him one day and altering another, and apply- 
ing an emollient and opening Fomentation to 
his Hypochondria, a Liniment of the fame fa-- 
culty ; alfo bloodletting after the firft Dofe of 
the Apezem, aClyfter being premifed and a

now the right, anon the left part of the Chet 
is troubled with thefe ryninz Pains; this is the 
Hiftory of the Difeafe, related by the Patient 
herfelf, who returning from the Baths which 
fhe had ufed in vain, defired my advice. 

6. I could have indeed wifhed that the Dif- 
eafe had been more -exa&tly defcribed, by 
thofe skillful Phyficians, who had her under 
Cure, to the end that the nature of {6 moft 
imtricate and difficult a Difeafe, might be the 
better known, and the Cure more folidly under- 
taken, by a diligent difquifition of all the. Cir- 
cumftances thereof. 

7. Yet I fhall not forbear to gratifie the de- 
fire of the Patient infhewing my opinion, fab- 
mitting the fame to the judgment of thofe moft 
expert Phyficians who are able to take Cogni- 
tion of all the particularities of the faid  difeafe, 
and to fee perfeGly into the nature thereof, 

8. I conceive therefore, that it is no true 
Palfy arifing from a flegmatick humor, loof- 
ning and refolving the Nerves, but rather that 
it isa mixt Difeafe, confifting partly of a baftard 
Palfy, and partly of a Convulfion, 

9. Now thefebaftard Palfies, compounded 
with diftention, and Convulfions of the Nerves 
are in thofe inferior Parts, often produced by 
Cholerick, Melancholick, or wheyifh humors 
contained in the L7ypocondria, or other parts of 
the lower Belly, and tranflated into the Back- 
bone. 

10. From. which feeing the Nerves toarife, 
which bring motion and fence into the parts, 
as alfo into the Mufcles and skin of the Belly, 
it isno wonder, that the animal AG@ions of thefe 
Parts arevery much hurt; this may be con- 
firmed by a large difcourfe, the judgment of 
Authors, andby Experience : but ,unto fuch 
learned Men it may {uflice, to declare a few 
things which make this conje€ture of mine fuf- 
fic:ently probable. 

11, In the firlt place therefore, it muft be 
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taken as a certain and unqueftionable truth, 
that all deprivation of fenfe and motion does 


not draygits original from the flegmatick hu: 
mor, batthat it proceeds fomtimes from a hot 
and dry diftemper, and humors following fuch 
a conftitution. 

12. This may be confirmed by the opinion 
of Trallianus alone, who in the 16. chap. of 
his 1. Book, alledges fuch a caufe, and con- 
firms it with a clear example in thefe words : 
I knew, truly,-4 Man that was palfied through 
forrow, much care aud fafting, aud having ( taz 
hen Hierapicra,be became fo bad, that be could 
not fiir at all, and was near to death, unlef 
hehad been altered to the contrary, both with 
all kinds of moiftening things and potions, and 
meats and other things that might reduce bim 
to bis right temper , e/pecially with Baths and 
frequent anomtings with Water and Oyl, with 
mutation of the eAir to a temperate kind, and 
to ufe all kind of cheerfulnef, 

13. Avftory not much unlike to this may be 
feen in Foreftas: bis 97. Obferv, of his tenth 
Book; of a certain young Man who being de- 
prived of motion from his Thighs to the Feet, 
with an extenuation and non-nutrition of the 
faid parts, and growing continually worfe and 
worfe by the ufe of hot and drying Medica- 
ments prefcribed by other Phyfitians, at laft he 
was cured by the above mentioned Phyfitian, 
only with moiftening Medicaments, which were 
partly taken-in, and partly applyed externally. 

14. Moreover it is a thing long fince obferz 
ved amongft pra@itioners,that there isa chole- 
rick Cholick, which does frequently degenerate 
into a Palfy, and ‘that fuch a Palf/y proceeds 
from Choler, no Man doubts, 

1s. And laftly, that from a Melancholick 
and wheyifh. humor, fymptoms: are produced 
very like the Palfy and Convulfion, is every 
where related by fuch Authors, as have written 
of the Scurvy and the Hypochondriacal Dif- 
eafe, as you may fee in Sennertus where he 
explains the fymptoms of the aforefaid Di- 
feafes, in his Book of the Scurvy, and of the 
Hypochonariacal Difeafe.

28. I thall briefly propound fach Materials, 
as are fit to fatisfy thefe Indications, and-thofe 
the choiceft, promifing this Prognoftick, that 
Difeafes proceeding from Melancholy, are of 
all others moft bard to cure; and if they feife 
upon the Nerves, they are yet harder to cure, 
and confirmed old Difeafes of the Nerves are 
Incurable; whence it follows, that this cafe 
propounded is hardly vanquithable by reme- 
dies, and that there is little hope of cure. 

29, 1 advife neverthelefs that this cure 
thould be undertaken, feeing mary things daily 
fall out befides hope, and many: Difeafes are 
cured, which were accounted defperate.

Hamors out of the Veffels, flowing upon and 
overpowering them: Or 3, by folution of U- 
nity by a Bruife or Wound: Or 4. and lafily, 
from the excefs of heat and cold ; the Spirits 
being alfo in part wafted by the one, and (as. it 
were) congealed by the other. 

6. An Obftrution in the firft or common 
Senfory or ftreaked Bodies, caufes either age-- 
neral Pa//y, or aPalfy of one Side : And this 
is the chief Reafon, why fuch-like Palfes follow 
upon an Apoplexy, Lethargy, ot Carus; for 
that in thofe Difeafes the Conduits of the ca- 
lows Body are at firft aflected ; from whence(upon: 
the patiing off of thofe Difeafes, ) there is many 
times a Tranflation of the morbifick Matter into 
the marrowy Paflages of one or more of the 
Corpora firiata ; whence it is that the Afflux of 
the animal Spirit into the Genus Nervofum is 
hindered, either in one or both Sides: And 
here if the Obftru@tions be very great, Senfe 
and Motion both are abolifhed ; but if not, the 
motive Faculty only fuffers lofs : And if it be but 
a very {mallObftuction, the motive Faculty has 
only been deprived or diminifhed,not taken away: 

7. But why Senfe fhould not be hurt aswell 
as Motion in every Pal/y, is manifeft as afore- 
faid, from the Magnitude of the Obftuction : 
For if the Obftru@tion is truly fo great, as.to 
deprive any Member or Part totally of the ani- 
mal Spirit, then Senfe and Motion both ceaie; 
for that they both are performed and invigora- 
ted by the fame Nerves aud Fibres, within the’ 
fame marrowy Paflages. But ifthe Ob{tructiosn 
is {mall,.then.a {mall Portion of the animal Spi- 
ritis diftributed, fo muchas may mariage the 
fenfitive Faculty ; butthe motive is hurt, for- 
af{much as it can not be performed but by a larg: 
er Proportion or Meafure of the faid Spirit. 

8. Moreover a Pal/y may be caufed not only: 
from: the. Obftru@iions of the (orpora firiat as. 
but alfo from the Compreifion of the fame, by. 
Blood extravafated within the inferiour Cavity’ 
of the Brain,or a large quantity of Lympha or: 
ferous Matter, lying uponthe fame and prefiing: 
them together, by which means the meduilary: 
Conduits willbe fo ftraightned, as to hinder the: 
Afllux of: the Spirit into the fame. 
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g. But fomtimes the morbifick Caufe affects 
the oblong or fpinal Marrow, (though rarely 
by an Obitudion, yet fomtimes) by Contti- 
pation and Comprefiion, and fomtimes by a So- 
lution of Contiauity, whereby a Pal/) is exci- 
ted : Now, Obftructions are not here fo eafy 
to be made, for that the obftru@ing Matter in 
the Head, does not eafily fall beyond the Cor- 
ora ftriata ; but the poyfonous Miafms may 
affect the Spirits, and fo caufe a kind of Para- 
lyfis, Hemiplegia, a Numnefs, or depraved 
Operation of the Part or Parts, 
ro. But in either the oblong or fpinal Mar- 
row, efpecially the latter, a Pal/y may be ex- 
cited froma Compreflion, or Solution of Con- 
tinuity by a Bruife, Apoftume, or Wound, by 


means of which the Blood or ferous Humor may 


flow within the Hollownefs or Chanel of the 
Spine, fo as to ftraiten the {pinal Marrow, 
and ftop up the Paffage ofthe Spirit: And this 
may come to pafs from a hurt of the Vertebre 
by Diftortion, or Extremity of Cold in bard 
Weather; bythe latter of which a Congelation 
is fomtimes bred, from whence paralytick Dif. 
eafes fomtimes arife. 

11. Andif any ofthefe Accidents feife upon 
any of the greater Nerves, or their Ramifica- 
tions, the fame thing is caufed ; for that which 
is bitternefs inthe Fountain, will be bitternefs 
in the Streams alfo. 

1.2. The Matter or Particles caufing the Ob- 
ftru@tion, defcending from the Cerebrum into 
the oblong Marrow, falling upon the begining of 
the Nerves which f{pread themfelves into fome 
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Lisi. 


Feet, where a Paralyfis is caufed from the Re- 
folution of fome particular Nerve or Nerves; 
ifall the Nerves of the fame Part or Parts be 
not refolved, but the oppofite Nerves be free 
from the paralytick Afle@, there is always'a 
Contraction of the fame, {as ina particular 
Cure before-going we have obferved. ) 

14. As the imbecility of the Animal Spiric 
often caufes Par alytick Symptoms, without any 
great Obftruction : fo that imbecility or impo- 
tency may be caufed by an afflux of malign 
Particles, from Narcotick, ftupefattive, or 
poyfonous Steams, whether internal or exter- 
nal, ariling from Opium, or Opiates, the Dead- 
ly Night-fhade, Aconitum, Mercury, -Antic 
mony, Bifmuth, Arfexick, &c. any of which, 
if they kill not, yet many times induce pale- 
nefs, weaknefs, tremblings, anda relaxation or 
refolution of the Nerves and mufculous parts. 
And the fame may be caufed from the fumes of 
Aqua fortis,and e4qua regis, unadvifedly ta- 
ken up the Noftrils. 

ty. Such like malign Particles as thefe, 
whether proceeding from the aforefaid Foun- 
tains, or from a fcorbutick and cacochymick 
habit of Body, paffing through the brain and its 
medullar appendix, feize upon the nervous Conz 
duits, and thereby not only contaminate the 
Animal Spirit, but alfo the Neurotick juice, 


whereby both the fenfé and the power of movitig 


ina very fhort time comes to be obliterated, 
Thefe upon their firft approaches only induce 
Paralytick Symptoms, as ftiffneft, or nambnefs, 
and withal caufea weaknefs in the pare ; but at 


of the Mufcles of the Face, and by obftracting| length being plentifully caft_ into the Nerves, 


the Paflages of the Spirit, excitea Paralyfis of 
the Tongue, Eyes, Eye-Lids, Lips, Jaws, and 
other Parts: From whence the contrary Muf- 
cles being contra¢ted, a Cramp or Convulfion 
is {tirred up inthe oppofite Part. 

13. The fame Particles being carried forth 
into the {pinal Marrow , {preads it felf fom- 
times into all its Conjugations of Pairs ; and 
fomtimes into fome particular Nerves of the 
fame, from whence a Palfy of all thofe Parts, 
into which thofe Nerves or their Ramifications 
diftribute themfelves-: And in all thofe Parts 
whether in the Neck, Hands, Arms, Legs, or 


and as it were tumultuating there; they fix 
themfelvesup and down, and fo perfe@ly ob- 
ftructing the paflages of the Spirit, caufe an ab. 
folute and durable Pai/). 

16, Galex, and many other Phyficians, his 
followers affirmifja thick, glutinous, cold flegm 
to be the morbifick matter of a Paralyfis ; but 
fuch alike fabftance is impoflible to pafs through 


the brain, much lefs the Neurotick Cavities, by © 


reafon of their exceeding {mallnefs: from 


whence it is manifeft, that the proeguminine, ~| 


proximate, or conjun& caufe of a Palfy is ma- 
lign and very fubtil Atoms or Particles, which 
con- 
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contaminating the Spirits, whether in the Brain, 
callous, or streaked Bodies, the oblong or fpinal 
Marrow, the original of the Nerves, or their 
feveral and various ramifications, do infallibly 
excite a Pal/y, andin thofe part or parts which 
have a fympathy, confent, or community with 
the parts firft affe@ed. | 

17, But that fuch thick, cold flegm, ‘or a 


_ watery humor inthe Brain is not the caufe of 


the Pal/y, is manifeft; for that thefe humors 
commonly find another vent, to wit, by the 
Nofe, Eyes, and Pallat: And where there is a 
Dropfy of the Brain, in which the Brain (faith 
Willis) and the tops of either Marrow, do asit 
were {wim in Water, yet are not fuch for that 
reafon difpofed tothe Palfy, unlefs the Water 
by its weight make a compreflion of the Mar- 
row. 

18. The Procatartick, remote, or foregoing 
eaufes, remain now to be enquired into, and 
they are either Accidental or Habitual. The 
Accidental are manifeft, aS a Bruife, Wound, 
Luxation, and extream heat or cold, without 
any previous or habitual difpofition of the Body, 
befides which, and the conjun@ canfe, which 
iseither a Compreflion, or Solution of Unity, 


ithere is no other. 


19, The Procatartick habitual caufe is al: 
ways a malign extraneous matter, generated 


-and heaped up together, which being faffufed 


into the Organs of fenfe and motion, obitructs 
the matrowy or nervous paflages, and fomtimes 
withal profligates the Spirit by mere conta&, 
or efledts both together, whence by reafon of 
the cutting off of the Animal Spirit a Pal/y is 
excited in the congruent parts. 

20. This caufe depends upon a double ante- 
cedent caufe, viz: one more remote; which is a 
difaffe ion of the Blood and Lymphatick juyce, 
generated in themfelves, or taken from the Sto- 
machy Inteftines and Mefentery, which con- 
veys to the Head a morbifick matter: the 
other more near, which is a brain of evil difpo- 
fition or conformation, being either too weak, 


or too loofe and refolved ; or otherwife of| matter, or Particles is now changed 
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21. The morbifick matter being brought to — 
the Brain induces a Paralyfis either primarily, 
for that thofe heterogene and malign Particles 
are chiefly difpofed for the exciting or f{tirring 
up a Palfy : And with all, that they are con- 
veyed gradually, and in {mall proportion : for 
otherwife, fhould there be a great afflux toge- 
ther, they‘would firft caufe an Apoplexy or 
Carus, or excite Convulfions,the Cholick, Gout, 
or Scorbute, and then at length a Palfy, Or 
Secondarily, which is moft common, after fome 
of the aforenamed Difeafes, a flow and long 
Feaver, immoderate Grief, a Confumption, 
Atrophy, or Wafting, andfome other Diltem- 
pers for the moft part Chronical; wherein the 
natural and vital Faculties being thereby very 
much hurt, -and the ftrength at length worn 
out, enervations and refolutions of the whole 
Body, or of fome Members, often-times fuc- 
ceeds. . 

22. A Palfy for moft part follows after~ 
long and continued Convulfions, or convulfive 
Motions, as Epilepfies ; for that the Nerves 
and Mufcles in feveral Members are mightily 


| debilitated, fo that the motive Faculty is as ic 


were, only through infinite weaknefs, aboiifh- 
ed, the fick becoming firft Lame, then whol- 
ly helplefs ; for thatthe morbifick matter, be- 
ing continually thruft into the paffages of the 
Cerebram, and its medullar and nervous Ap- 
pendix does at length fo weaken and dilate 
them, that it gives a free courfe to thofe malign - 
and heterogene Particles by which the Palfy is 
certainly induced, 

23. So alfo after a frequent and long Cho- 
lick, which cruclly tormenting, and retarning 
by intervals, caufes other cruel , and almoft 
continual pains in the other Vi/cera of the 4b- 
domen from whence through the fubtilty of 
the matter)-is excited wanderirg pains throug’ 
the Body, and its Members, which caufes firft 
infinite weaknefs, then a Stupor, or Niimnefs, 
and at laft aRefolution, or Pai/y:of the parts 
affliated ; for that the feat of the morbifick 
being

24. Tn like manner, after a frequent and ve- 
hement Gout, a Palfy may be excited, from the 
infinite weakning of the Nerves and Mufcles 
(through the extream anguifh and mifery of the 
part) for thereby, at length voluntary motion 
comes to be abolifhed : but not for that caufe 
only, but from a more inward canfe inherent 
In the Cavities of the Nerves themfelves ; for 
that the Nenrotick juice by the heat and infla- 


smation of the Difeafe affli@ing is rarified, and 


forced out of its own domicil into the hollows of 


the Nerves, where interfering with the Animal 


Spirit, not only exafperates the pain, whereby 


the part comes to be weakned, but alfo obftru&s 


‘the future occurfe of the faid Spirit to the fame 


place: befides which, ’tis alfo poffible, that the 


-gouty Particles transfufing themfelves into the 
mafs of Blood, with which being carried to the 


Brain, and being continually multiplyed by ma- 


nifold acceffions, may at length contaminate the 


Spirits in theCallous and ftreaked Bodies,oblong 
and fpinal Marrow, and in the original of the 
dNerves of feveral conjugations or pairs, and 
theirfeveral and various ramifications, fo as.to 
‘anduce an abfolute and confirm’d Pal/y. 

25+ There is another {pecies of this Difeafe, 
wherein the motive Faculty is not abolifhed, but 
only weakly performed, or depraved, This is 
caufed either from the want or impotency of 
the Animal Spirit, whereby the Members can- 
not {trongly move, or lift, or bear any weight, 
but they labour under a great debility and 
trembling: for a fufficient ftrength being want- 
ing for the performance of any aé at one effay, 
Nature fubmitting, is forced to a& by amore 
often repeated endeavour, and fo the part be- 
ing in motion, is forced to fhake and tremble ; 
whence it is, that in fome palfied people, there 
as always a trembling and thaking in all their 
Limbs, for that the nervous Fibres are univer- 
fally weakned, which continually ftriving to 
exert their wonted power reiterate thofe depra- 
ved motions perpetually. 

26: Thofe who fuffer a Pal/y through a de-

fect of the Animal Spirit, arefuch as have lott 
;much Blood ; or, fuch as have too often: exer- 
icifed the Venerial A@ ; or are arrived to an 
/extream or unhealthy old Age ; for by thefe 
means the Spirits are wafted, and tke fupply or 
ftock and provifion of them being but fmall, 


their difpenfation into the Genus. Nervofum is fo 


much diminifhed, that a trembling Paralyfis 
commonly fucceeds thereupon. 

27. The fame thing almoft happens to fuch 
as have lain long fick:in an Atrophy, or wating 
condition, and fome other chronica] Difeafes, 
in which the Spirits waft or decay, and the 
Vigour, force or ftremgth of the Body, grada- 
tim, and as it were, infenfibly declines, where- 


by they become foenervated, asthat they can: | 


neither go nor ftand upright, mach lefs per- | 


form any other ation, which requires any con- 
fiderable power: thefe fomtimes lye Bed-rid 
jdong, and it may be without any confiderable 
ficknefs ; and-although they fecm every day, as 
if they were ready to die, yctthey lye eafily 
quietly, and undifturbed, talk chearfully, but 
dare mot rife or move; for that upon the leaft 
motion, fuch afignal uneafinefs and wearinefs 
feifes upon them as if they had don fome hard 
labour, or gon fome great journey, fo that they 
cannot be refted again in fome hours after: In 
this cafe certainly, although the Animal Spirits 
doin fome fort inliven and a@uate the Genus 
Nervofum, yet the due meafure is fo {mall, 
and their proportion to the whole fo defeétive, 
that the power of moving ( though not wholly 
taken away, yet) is fo depraved, that the fick 
can {carcely be perfwaded to try whether they 
can move or not. 

28. And almoft for the fame reafon the Mo- 
tive faculty, fails or is depraved in Scorbutick 
Perfons, and fuch as have often Surfeited them- 
felves with Gluttony, and {trong liquors, where- 
by fuch a fuperflaous quantity of ill humors, 
and indigefted matter is generated, that thereby 
even the Spirits themfelves are contaminated, 


and at longrun almoft overwhelmed; where-— | 


by, they are either made imbecil, impotent 
or weak; or the Spirit making faculty ( from 
the impotency of the Stomach and the other 
Vifcera ) though not wholly ceafing to perform 

| its 
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its duty, yet does it fo poorly and meanly, 
‘that there is nota fufficient generation of Spirits 
daily made, to fupport the humane frame in its 
due energy and ftrength. For by thefe meanes 
the whele Sanguinous mafs becomes polluted, 
and filled with impurities and ferofities, which 
being therewith conveyed to the Brain, ( made 
lax.or loofe asto its Pores, by a long continu- 
ation of irregularities ) is eafiely received there ; 
out of which impure Blood, as there is a lefs 
proportion of Animal Spirits generated, {fo are 
® ‘they not fo fublime, ferene, or fubtil, but more 
| dull or cloudy (by reafon of the adhefion of the 

impure matter) whereby they become unca- 
pable of exerting in themfelves the motive fa- 
culty. 


29. And inthefe cafes arifing from the de- | 


| fed, or imbecility of the Animal Spirit,we con- 

clude the Spirits not only to be in fault, but the 
Organs alfo generating and containing them, 
‘made weak by the depraved Serofities or Gas 
of the Blood, tranfmitted every where through 
the whole univerfal Body into the moving Fi- 
bres; whereby it is reafonable to think, that 
thofe few Spirits (impure alfo) derived from the 
Brain , being difpofed at length through the 
whole Genus Nervofum, into the minuteft Fi- 
bres, and meeting there, with that depraved Se- 
rofitie, or malign Gas of the Blood, make the 
motive Faculty both more weak and trem- 
bling. 

30. And therefore as to an habitual Pal/y, 
or a Pal/y generated from a previous long and 
habitual vitious courfe of Living; this we fay, 
that whatfoever things do more than ordinarily 
vitiate the Blood ; or, obftru& the Brain and 
its nervous Appendix, excite an afllux of mor- 
bifick Particles, or matter ; produce a Narco- 
fis, or ftupefadtion of the Spirits; or, impeeds 
their generating, may be accounted as antece- 
dent caufes of a Paralyfis. Ynorder to the pro- 
ducing of thefe caufes, are the diforders of the 
fix Non-naturals, infatiable eating, immeafu- 
§ rable drinking Wine, or other ftrong Liquors, 
) anidleand fedentary courfe of Life, fleeping too 
much or unfeafonably, immoderate ufe of Ve- 
nus, too much lofs of Blood, too vehement eva- 
cuations either by Vomit or Stool, a cold and 
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| fafeand unhurt, 


moift Air, Metalick and Narcotick Fumes, 
itupefying- Medicines, excefsof heat, cold, or 
moifture, vehement and long Paflions of the 
Mind, Cc. 

31, Hitherto of a Paralyfis, where motion 
is only hurt, the fenfe remaining firm ; it is 
now reafonable, that we fhew the caufe of fenfe 
being hurt, the motive faculty being found and 
ftrong, as is ordinary in fuch as are afflicted 
with an Elephantiafis, Lepra Gracorum, and 
Mania, who often go naked, : lye cold in Froft 
and Snow, or the middle of Winter, and whofe 
Skins are fonumb and fenflefs, that they feel 
not, though prickt with Auls, Needles, or Pins, 
or cut with Knives, @c. The true reafon of this 
is, becaufe the Nerves replenifhing the Skin, 
(the outer and primary Organ of feeling) and 
the Membxanes covering the Mufcles by their 
various Ramifications and innumerable mem- 
branaceous Fibres (which chiefly convey to the 
parts, the fenfe of feeling) are only hurt, or 
chiefly fuffer : Whereas thofe greater Tendinous 
and Mufcular Nerves, who by their mufculous 
and flefhy Fibres exert the motive faculty ; or, 
in whom is feated the power of moving, remain 
Wherefore, the lofs or hure 
of the fenfitive faculty, proceeds from a hurt 
of the exteriour and membranaceous Fibres, 
either through fome poyfonous or malign Gas : 
or, extremity of cold benumbing them, fothat 
the Animal Spirit cannot (as itought todo) ir- 
radiate them: and hence it appears, that the 
Nerves of the exterior Membranes are only 
hurt, for that fenfe being loft, the part or parts 
waftnot, as when deprived of motion, but have 
a fufficient afflux of the Animal Spirit, enabling 
them to perform their proper duty, and to af- 
fimulate the nutritious juice brought to the faid 
parts, by the Arteries. 

32. Now out of what has been already faid 
it appears, that the extreamelft kind of Pal/y, 
in which the motive and fenfitive Faculties are 
both hurt or abolithed, is caufed from a.ge- 
neral affection of all the Nerves diftributed into 
the part or partsaffected, as well the ( 2tancons 
and Membranaceous Fibres of the Nerves, as 
the Tendinows and Adafcular , whereby the

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Spirit are (in a manner) compleatly fhut up, 
and all its-irradiations intercepted or fruftra. 
ted; This may chance (though rarely) from 
the defcent of the morbifick matter from the 
Brain, into the oblong Morrow ; but very often 
from a notable hurt of the Back-bone, by a 
Blow, Wound, or Fall from fome high place, 
wuereby (the Spine Afedulla being compreffed, 
ortoo much diftended, or writhed) the paf- 
fages of the Animal Spirit are mightily ob- 
ftrudted, and in danger of perfe& oblitera- 
t10n. 


CIV. The judgments or Prognofticks of the 
Palfy. 

1, A Palfy coming from a cold and moift 
Caufe, or in a cold and moift habit of body, 
efpecially in fuch as are extream Fat, and 
have been fo ofa Jong time, is very difficultly 
cured: and if the Difeafe in fach a perfon, has 
been of any long continuance, it feldom or ne- 
ver is cured, 

2; Thecure is difficult, or feldom ornever 
performed, if the Difeafe happens in old Age, 
more efpectally if the Sickis Fat, and of acold 
moift habit of body. | 

3. A Palfy wherein motion is abolifhed, 
is much more difficult to Cure, than that in 
which fenfe is only hurt ; in regard of che deep 
{cituation of the Nerves, for that the force of 
the Medicine cannot fo eafily reach them: but 
that Pa//y, wherein both Faculties are hurt or 
abolifhed, isyet much worfe. 

4. Every Paralyfis whither coming by de- 
grees, or happening by accident, whether uni- 
verfalor particular, though for the moft part 
they are free from imminent danger, yet they 
are fong in’curing. 

5: & Palfy coming after an Apoplexy, is fel- 
dom cured, and many times returns into an 
Apoplexy again, by a new affluxof like matter 
‘Intothe'Brain, which is made lax and weak by 
the-former Difeafe. 

6: If it comes from a Blow, Fall, Wound, cc. 
or upon an Apoplexy, Lethargy, Carus, Cob: 
vulfion, Cholick, Gout, or other affes of the 
Brain, or Genus Nervifum, ic will not quickly 
be cured, or fo much as eafily give place to.Me- 
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dicines, but for the moft part remains uncuras | J 


ble. 
7. ATremoz, or Trembling, coming upon 
or after a Palfy, is faid to be healthful ;.for 


that the paflages of the Nerves begin fomwhat Ip. 


to open themfelyes, to make way for the Ani- 
mal Spirit, whereby Motion (though at firft.

8. If the Paralytick retains an a@ual native 
heatinic, there ishope of Recovery ; but if it 
is always cold, and cannot be induced to re- 
‘tain a natural heat, the Cafe is defperate, 

9. If a total refolution follows upon a ge= 

neral obftruction of the original of the oblong 
Marrow, or thé Spina dorf , being extreamly 
hurt, and that thereby both fenfe and motion. 
are both taken away, the Difeafe will fcarcely 
admit of any cure. 
_ 40, An Atrophy, or want of Nourifhment 
in the paralytick part, with great palenefs, 
takes away all hopes of a Cure : For it not only 
fignifies an impotency and decay of the Animal 
Spirit, but thews great danger of the extin@tion 
of the native heat, 

11. A Palfy happening in the Winter is cu- i | 
red with much more difficulty than that which 
happens in the Spring or Summer; more efpe- 
cially if it happens in cold and moift Conftituti- 
ons, andin Aged people. 

12. They who are once cured of a Pal/y, 
proceeding from anevident folitary. Caufe, do. | 
not $0 eafily Relapfe into the fame, as they = jj 
who are cured of it arifing from a Procatar=. | 
tick caufe: This feems to be Truth from the 


very reafon of the thing, and nature of the 


Caufes. 

13. Ifthe Ey on that fide onwhich the Pal/y 
happens, be hurt thereby; there is but Jittle 
hopes of a Cute; for it argues a great defe@ or’ | 
want of Animal Spirits inthe part or parts af | 
fected, 

14. A Palfy happening to Scorbutical, on 
Cacochymical, and very intemperate or fur- 
feited Perfons (although otheswife of a {trong 
body) though the Diftemper be not very great, 
yet will it be with much labour and difficulty

27. Thefe two laft are experimented Spect- 
fick Antiparylitick Catharticks, and if wifely 
and orderly given, as Nature will admit, and 
the Difeafe requires, will do wonders in the cure 
ofa Paralyfis ; Andit is certain, that Turpen- 
tine is one of the greateft Specificks in the Cure 
ofa Palfy and the Scorbute that is, it tranfcen- 
ding indeed all other Medicaments ; but it ought 
to be conftaatly and long given, and with thofe

advantages, that it may not naufeat the Sro- 
mach; fo taken it becomes a perfe& Balfam, 
cleanfes the whole Body of all impurities, munz 
difies the whole mafs of Blood, heals all in- 
ward Bruifes; Wounds, Ulcers, er Excoriati- 
ons, whether in the Bowels, or Lungs ; and 
otherwife reftores decayed Nature to a Miracle, 
carrying off all itsFaeculencies by urine & ftool. 
28. Now thefe Purgers ought to be repeat- 
ed by courfe if the Difeafe continues, efpeci- 
ally if there be great plenty of evil Humors, as 
ina more general Pal/y: For in this Cafe there 
ought tobe reiterated Purgation, at due inter-

For by entring into 
the fanguinary Mafs, and feparating of its Im- 
purities or Feculencies, it cut offthat Matter by 
which the Difeafe is nourifhed ; the mercurial 
Particles pafling through the Brain, or other-

TANE A Sm 7 SraTANTIAV, percutiendo; in Latin 
eApoplexia, and in Englifh the Apoplexy; a 
word denoting percuflion, wherein after a won- 
derfuland admirable manner, the fick is ftrack 
dumb and fenflefs,

The po- 
plexy is either accidental, coming of a fudden, 
and falling indifferently upon any Man, though 
not at all predifpofed thereto, for which no pre- 
ventive method can be inftituted: Or, it is ha- 
bitnal, from a conftant difpofition in fome Men, 
becaufe of which they are at firft only exercifed 
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but.gentle ; but at length they become more 
grievous, and of which at laft they for the moft 
part dye, 2, The 4poplexg is diftinguifhed 
according to its degrees, as Sennertus teacheth, 
Lib.1.Par.2. Cap.23. intogentle, ftrong, and 
{trongeft : The gentle is that in which the Sick 
breaths freely, and eafily becomes fenfible a- 
gain. The ftrong 4peplexy, is that wherein 
the Sick breaths with very great difficulty, and 
as it were with violence, {norting and foaming at 
Mouth, . The ftrongeft and moit dangerousis 
that in which all Senfe and Motion immediately 
ceafe through the whole Body, the breath alfo 
being ftopt ; in thefe there is neither {fnorting 
nor foaming, but the Sick lyes as if perfe@ly 
Dead ; and.they ought not to be buried before 
‘three days be over, for it hasbeen found, that in 
that {pace of time, fome fo feized have revived 
again. 3.Thee4poplexy is alfo two-fold, accor- 
ding to the place; the one isfeated in the middle 
of the Brain ; the otherinthe(erebellum. 4. it 
iseither from caufes conjuné and procatartick : 
or from caufes evident, as fome external vio- 
lence,

9. The Sick feemsto bein adeep fleep, and | 
many times (asit were) Dzad,-for that the re- 
{piration is fo weak, as not to be difcerned, and 
they lye without ftiring or moving any Mém- 
ber, neither {peaking, hearing, feeing, nor feel- 
ing, although pulled, thruft, or prickt. 

to. They gape for the moft part with their 
Mouths, their Eyes clofed (but fometimes wide 
open) and they keep the colour of their Face ; 
allthe Members of their Body -being lax, and 
pliable, not ftiff, or contracted. 

11. Sometimes they foam or froth at Mauth, 
and many times there comes forth a bloody kind 
of froth or Spittle ; and fometimes clear blood it 
felf, as I once obferved. 

12. From thefe Symptoms appearing itv the 
Sick itis, that fome Authors have defined the 
Apoplexy to be a ftupidity, joyned witha refo- 
lution of the parts; for that being as it were 
afton thed, they lye ftupid like ftocks, all the 
Senfes alike, and motion.alfo being abolifhed to- 
gether, 

£3. But thele accidents.are fometimes more 


broken, and fo lec forth their blood. 

2. Barbet faith, Ic is caufed from a thick Lym- 
pba, forthe moft part, obftradting the Nerves ; 
and Deckers faith, Not onlyfrom the thicker 
Lympha, but tough flegm, or matter contained 
in the Brain, and obftruéting the parts, by rea= 
fon of a fall fromon’ high, or by concaffion, or 
a blow, as Fabritius Hildanus obferves, Cent.6. 
Obferv.11. Or by fadnefs, and fudden confter- 
nation of the mind, as the fame perfon proves it: 
Or, from blood obftru@ing, a fuppreffion of 
fome accuttomed Hoemorrhage: by the Nofe or 
Fundament going before, as the faid Hildanus, 
Cent.4. Obferv. 11. relates: Or from Blood 
extravafated, chiefly from a-Wound of the Brain 
it felf. 

j3- The Seat of the e4poplexy is without 
doubt’ within the more inward recefs of the 
Brain, to wit, the Corpus €allofum; and the 
proximate and immediate fubjedt of the Difeafe 
is the Asimal Spirit inhabiting therein, for that 
che Underftanding, Imag nation, and common 
Senfe, are fo deeply affe@ted as to be perfealy 
darkned, and to fuffer a total Blipfe: But the 
mediate fubje& of this difaffe@ion is thought to 
be the middle part of the Brain, becaufe from 


thence the inftings of all fpontaneous.motions - 


proceed; and inthis, the perceptiuns of all fen« 
fible things are terminated, 


4. For upon the approach of the Paroxy{u 
ali the adts of every {pontaieous and intelligible - 


Fan@ion - (which depend upon the Braia it felf) 
are 
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areforthwith hindred and ceafe; for that the 
Animal Spirits being fupprefled in their chief 
place of meeting,which is the (alJous body ; their 
next immediate motion of expanfion inthe fame 
place, as alfo their afflux into the nervous Ap- 
pendix is wholly obliterated, whence comes that 
fudden-and univerfal darknefs or total Eclipfe 
inthe whole Animal Region, which is fubje& to 
its difpofition. 

s- However inthe mean feafon the Pulfe and 
Breathing, as alfo the motions of the Ventricle 
and Inteftines are in fome meafure performed, 
viz. either freely, or faultily and with pain, be- 
caufe their ations proceed wholly from the Ce- 
rebellum, which isnot at all, or but little hurt by 
the ntorbifick matter. Now if the difafleGion 
be fo great, as that all the Senfes be abolifhed, 
whence motion alfo does ceafe: yet the other 
Fundtions ( which are not fo much the Off-{pring 
of the Brain) may remain, as the Pulfe, which 
is excited by the Heart ; and the breathing, which 
is (partly from a natural and partly froma voz 
luntary at) excited from the Organs of both 
kinds of motion, to wit, both of the Midriffiand 
Lungs. 

6: And therefore itis; that though the Brain 
is extreamly affeGted, fo as all voluntary motion 
does ceafe, the Midrift or Mufcles of the Breft, 
contributing then nothing to the motion; yet 
then the Breathing is managed or performed by 
the natural or fpontansous motion of the Lungs, 
wherein after a fort they contrac and dilate 
themfelves ; but thisa@ of breathing is then 
with difficulty, for that it is: performed bur 

_ with one half of its Organs. And therefore if 
the difaffeGion-or hurt of the Brain does’ not 
{peedily pafs off (becaufe the Lungs are not able 
long to perform the whole duty of Breathing) 
Suffocation will infallibly fucceed, for that the 
faculty in both kinds will be wholly abolifhed, 

7. Now after what manner the Animal Spi- 
rits are fotuddealy, and all atonce fuppreffed, 
orjasit were extinguifheo,. about their origina! 
of Emanation, fo that all fenfe and motion de: 
pending on them céafes every where, renrains to

8. From Hiftories, or Anatomical Obferva- 
tions of Perfons dying of this Difeafe, Blood has 
been found extravafated, or out of its Veflels 
here and there in great Clodders, compreiflirg 
the fubftance of the Brain: In others the fercus 
Colluvies have overflowed the whole Head, both 
within and without the Skull: In others a large 
Bladder of Water has been found in one of the 
Wentricles comprefling the fmaller paflages : 
From which obfervations it may be concluded, 
that the principal places folely atle&ed, are not 
the greater Ventricles, but the middle marrowy 
{ubftance of the Brain and Cerebel, which is 
every where porous, and indued with very ma- 
ny minute paflages, both that the Vital Spirits 
may flow in thither from the blood, and that-the- 
Animal may flow forth. : 

9- And though fome may fuppofe, that the 
Apoplexy; may be caufed from the hinderance 
of the bloods afflux to the brain ; tis true this 
may be poflible, bur, it doesnot often nor eafily 
happen: for they muft fuppofe it to be either 
from the obftraction of the inner Carotid Arte- 
ries, and of the Vertebrals, which happens in the 
greater Veflels, chiefly about the aflent of the 
Brain, from concreted or clodded blood ; or 
in the leffer Veffels , ;which pafs. through the 
Brain froma vifcous matter generated withia 
them: but this way itcannot well be, becaufe 
thofe Cephalick Arteries, to mit, the Carotides 
and Yertebrals, do: 1o communicate one with

If it be accidental ic is for the moft part 
excited without any proevious Difpofition, from 
a fudden and folitary Caufe, being for the moft

16. Tue other caule of a fudden and acci- 
dental ~4poplexy arifes from the immediate 
profligaticn or extin&ion of the Spirits, which 
may be caufed by blatting with Lightning, or 
the Fumes of Sulphur, Arfenick, ‘Aqua 
Fortis, Spirit of Niter, or Charcole ; and not 
very feldom from {trong Narcoticks, or ftupi- 
fying Medicines caufing Sleep ; as alfo from 
the too immoderate drinking of {trong Waters ; 
by the too liberal taking of the laft of which, 
we have known three feveral perfons fuddenly 
taken with apopledtick Fits, who dyed in the 
height of the Paroxyfm. 

17. But how Opiates affe& in this Cafe Web- 
ferus tellsus, That they do only too much open 
and. dilate the Pores and paflages of the Brain, 
and as it were open the doors of it, before faft 
fhat, whereby every extraneous or forreign and 
incongruous thing is admitted into the Repofito- 
ry, or fleeping place of the Spirits, together with 
the fubtil liquor poured forth from the blood ;

been. fo far from harting or difturbing the Spi- 
rits, that‘on the contrary, it would become in- 
finitely grateful and friendly to the fame. 

19. Thecaufe of an habitual 4poplexy now 
comes to be confidered, The Proeguminine 
conjund, or proximate-caufe, is a malignant 
matter heaped up, and difperfed in the compats 
of the Brain, whith at length defcending into its 
middle or marrowy part, does affault and fup- 
prefs all the Spirits in the very fountain of their 
production and emanation : Now this poflibiy 
may be done either by filling the medullary 
Pores; or by obftrudting and driving away the 
Spirits themfelves ; or by contaminating them 
with a Stzpor or Numbnefs, as it were by a 
blaft, (not much unlike lightning) from the ma- 
lignane conta& of the matter rufhing upon 
them : or by all thefe ways together.

23. As tothe Procatartick Caufes of an ha- 
bitual eApoplexy, they aretobe explicated not 
in‘a much differing Method from the like in 
moft other Cephalick Difeafes ; for feeing that 
the Blood muft neceflarily be in fault,. for that 
it fends to the Head forreign and very hetroge- 
neous Particles, obnoxious to the confticution 
and texture of the Animal Spirits; and that 
the Brain alfo is in fault, for that it has been by 
degrees weakned and indifpofed by the means of 
the fanguinous difaffe€tion, whereby its Pores 
and paflages are altered, made diffolute and 
toolax; it then follows, that it may at length 
eafily admit without any difficulty the morbifick 
and malign matter fent forth from the blood. 

24. How the Blood comes to be thus affected, 
{eemsnot here neceflary to. be declared, feeing 
we have already done it in many other places ; 
and that itis obnoxious toand follows ali the 
irregularities of humane life, as profound Drun- 
Kernefs with Wine and ftrong Waters; a long 
fuppreflion of the Serum from its ufual and 
long accuftomed Evacuations ; a tranflation of 
the morbick matter of another Difeafe to the 
Head ; exceffive drinking of cold and {mall 
Liquors, when one is extream hot and dry; 
Gluttony and Gormandizing, with many other 
like Enormities, too tedious here to be related, 

25. For theblood indeed transfers to the 
Head and Brain (more efpecially in Apople- 
Ctick perfons) a great quantity of faline and 
noxious juice, or of a malign ferous, and ex- 
crementitious hamor, extream prejudicial and 
for the moft part deadly to the animal Powers, 
taken fomtimes from one place, and fomtimes 
from another, which by degrees inftils them 
with the Lymphatick and Nervous juice.out. of 
the Arteries on the compafs or outer borders 
of the Brain; where, by little and little inG- 
nuatng the faid malign and morbid matter, it 
overflows at once all the faid outward parts of 
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phurous or arfenical blaft,either drives away the 


inhabiting Spirits, or totally extinguifhes them, 


26. Hitherto we have difcourfed of the cau- 


fes of ane-4poplexy in the Brain, it now re- 


mains that we fhew the caufes of that proper 
tothe Cerebellum. In this cafe the motion of 
the Heart is often, fupprefled or profcribed,, 
whereby prefently (che blood being retained 
without the Brain) the Animal Spirits deftinated 
to the vital funétion fall down, evenas the light 
vanifhes when the flame is put out, and are 
fupprefled, (fomtimes extinguifhed ) in the foun- 
tain it felf, to wit, within the Cerebellum : 
whence comes befides a failing of the Spirits, a 
fudden privation of all the Animal Fun@ions, 
tae Sick becoming fenflefs and immoveable, 
with a Pulfe and Breathing very much diminifh- 
ed, and almoft imperceptible, and growing cold, 
lye as for Dead many hours, yea fometimes for 


a day or two, at what time they oft times come:

27. Thefe if they recover ont of the fit, whe- 
ther it be of fhore or long continuance, do ne- 
ver fallinto a Palfy or Hemiplegia, as thofe for 
the moft part do, whoare afflicted with ane4= 
poplexy of the Brain: and the reafun is, becaufe 
that proper to the Cerebel proceeding either 
from a poyforious Gas or fabtil vapour aflault-

28. Now the motion of the Heart may be 
thought to be hindred, by reafon of a.contra¢tion 
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or Convulfion of the Cardiack Nerves chiefly 
within the Precordia and Vifcera, caufed as 
aforefaid by fome venomous Gas or Vapour, 
whereby the Spirits about to flow are fufpended, 
whence follows immediately great inordinati- 
ons, with a deprivation of Motion and Senfe, 
and avery flow and weak Palfe, which caufes 
the fick tolye (for the time) asif Dead. And 
indeed thofe taken with an 4poplexy from the 
evil difpofition of the (erebellum, are often 
troubled with the Zuacabus, or with Swooning 
and failing of the Spirits, and an intermitting 
Pulfe. 

29. As to the Caufe of the degrees of the 
Apoplexy, as being either univerfal, every fun- 
&ion natural fpontaneous,and voluntary ceafing; 
or particular, this or that part being affected by 
it felf; or the faculties (though they all with- 
out exception fuffer an Eclipfe ). depraved 
more or lefs, now this,now that; it arifes from 
the quantity and quality of the morbifick mat- 
ter, defcending to the middle or marrowy part 
of the Brain; asalfofrom its difpofition and lo- 
cation, poffeffing fomtimes all its whole fub- 
ftance; and fometimes but part of it, as the 
fore, middle, or hinder parts thereof, @e.

2. That is moft dangerous of all,in which,be- 
fides the abolition of all the {pontaneous Fun- 
Gions, the Pulfe and Breathing are alfo deffi- 
cient, or are performed with great labour and 
difficulty ; and this for the moft part happens 
with acold clammy Sweat, Snorting,and a Foam 
at Mouth,all which indicate immediately Death. 

3. In an apoplettick Fit, if help. follows the 
ufe of proper and fit means,. a recovery is to 
be hoped for ;. but if on the contrary, the Di- 
ftemper continues without intermiffion, above 
the {pace of four and twenty. hours, the Cafe 
is very defperate, 

4. If after the firft Aphonick Paroxyfm , 
the fick becomes more ftupid, numb, or dull,

42. is impoffible to be cured, and 
a weak one not very eafily: this Galen, thus ex- 
plains: A ftrong -Apoplexy is when the breathing 
isunevenand diforderly, and fomtimes inter- 
mitting ; and if fuch a breathing is very hard 
or difficult, the Difeafe is ftronger; ifthe breath: 
be ftopt it is moft ftrong ; but when there is fome 
order (that is regularity and eafinefs) in the 
breathing, the Difeafe is the weaker. 

6. A faint Sweat in an -4poplexy is evil, for 
it fhews great oppreflion of Nature ; and ic is: 
fo much the worfe if it be cold and clammy, 
and with great difficulty of breathiig. 

7. Hippocrates Sc&. 6. Aph. 51. faith, that 
thofe who are taken with ane4poplexy dye in 
feven days, except aFeaver feife them: -but 
it muft be a violent one,and effeatially {pringing: 
from the inflamation of the Humors and Spirits, 
otherwife it will not difcufs the Matter which 
caufeth the edpoplexy : For otherwife if it be 
only fymptomical and gentle, or happning acci- 
dentally from a burning difpcfition in the Head 
through too much Blood in the Veins. thereof, 
the Feaver then caufes Symptomsof Frenzy or 
Madnefs, which weakens the animal Faculties, 
rather than weakens the Difeafe, 

8. Moreover a Feaver which will have power 
enough to diffolve an -4poplexy, muft come in 
the beginning of the Difeafé, whilit Nature has 
fome kind of Vigour and Strength.to make re. 
{itance: for as Mippoerates in Coacis faith, ifa

1. The fick being in the Fit’(if ic proceeds not
